REPORT    OF    THE    TRUSTEES 


MASSACHUSETTS     GENERAL    HOSPITAL, 


For    the    Year    1880. 


The  Committee  of  the  Trustees  appointed  to 
prepare  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  to  the 
Corporation,  to  whom  the  Accounts  of  the  Treasurer 
and  the  Reports  of  the  other  officials  have  been 
referred,  respectfully  submit  the 

Sixty-Seventh  Annual*  Repokt. 

The  average  number  of  patients  in  the  Hospital 
during  the  past  year  was  one  hundred  and  seventy, 
against  one  hundred  and  sixty-three  the  year  before. 
In  the  Asylum  one  hundred  and  fifty-two,  against 
one   hundred    and   fifty-seven   in    1879. 

The  Treasurer's  account  shows  an  excess  of 
expenses  over  income  of  $9,348.12,  charged  to  the 
General  Fund.  In  1879  there  was  an  excess  of 
income  of  $12,382.17. 


In  the  latter  part  of  the  year  Dr.  W.  B.  Bancroft, 
Second  Assistant  Physician  at  the  Asylum  resigned, 
and  Dr.  F.  M.  Turnbull  was  appointed  in  his  place. 

In  November  last  Mr.  Eobert  H.  Stevenson 
resigned,  after  seven  years  of  valuable  service  on 
the  Board  of  Trustees.  Mr.  Boger  Wolcott  was 
chosen   in   his   place.

In  January  1880  the  Trustees  sold  to  the  Fitch- 
burg  Railroad  two  tracts  of  land  on  the  outskirts 
of  the  Asylum  estate  at  Somerville  containing  about 
twenty-three  acres  for  about   $70,000. 

This,,  added  to  the  damages  received  from  the 
Lowell  Railroad  for  running  their  track  through  the 
Asylum  Grounds  to  their  wharf  on  Mystic  River,  has 
been  placed  in  a  fund  for  future  use  to  pay  for  new 


Asylum  buildings.     The  fund  with  its  income  added 
now  amounts  to  $122,976.30. 

Early  in  the  year  the  Trustees  decided  to  begin 
the  building;  of  a  convalescent  cottage  on  their  estate 
in  Belmont.  A  site  was  selected  on  the  western 
part,  one  hundred  and  thirty-six  feet  above  mean 
high  tide,  and  plans  were  prepared  by  Mr.  Carl 
Fehmer,  Architect,  a  copy  of  which  accompanies 
this  Report.  The  situation  has  a  fine  southern  aspect, 
sheltered  on  the  north  by  rising  ground,  with  an 
extensive  and  cheerful  landscape  to  the  south  and 
west. 

The  grounds  are  sufficiently  wooded  by  a  varied 
natural  growth,  and  there  is  an  ample  supply  of  pure 
spring  water  on  the  premises. 

The  site  is  distant  but  a  few  minutes  walk  from 
the  "Waverly  station  of  the  Fitchburg  Railroad.  The 
foundations  and  walls  of  the  basement  have  been 
built,  and  it  is  the  expectation  of  the  Trustees  that 
the  cottage  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  during  the 
current  year.  The  resources  of  the  Hospital  were 
not  sufficient  for  the  building  and  maintenance  of  the 
cottage,  and  the  public  were  therefore  invited  to 
contribute  the  sum  of  $100,000  for  these  purposes, 
one-third  for  the  cottage,  and  two-thirds  for  a  fund, 
the  income  only  to  be  used  for  current  expenses. 
With  their  customary  generosity,  the  friends  of  the 
Hospital  have  already  subscribed  $87,947.85,  and 
it  is  believed  that  the  remainder  will  soon  be 
supplied. 
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The  Trustees  desire  to  express  their  acknowledg- 
ments for  the  liberal  manner  in  which  the  men  and 
women  of  Boston  have  shown  their  sympathy  with, 
and  approval  of,  this  proposed  enlargement  of  the 
work  of  the  Hospital.  It  not  unfrequently  occurs  that 
patients  who  no  longer  require  hospital  treatment, 
and  should  no  longer  remain  within  the  wards,  either 
for  their  own  advantage  or  that  of  the  institution, 
are  still  unfit  to  return  to  their  homes  and  renew 
at  once  their  cares  and  work.  Such  cases  are  espec- 
ially frequent  in  the  female  wards.  It  is  the  intention 
of  the  Trustees  to  transfer  such  patients,  under  the 
advice  of  the  professional  staff,  to  this  cottage  in  the 
country,  where  their  convalescence  may  be  hastened 
and  confirmed. 

The  Trustees  are  of  the  opinion  that  it  will  prove 
to  be  no  unimportant  department  of  the  Hospital,  and 
that  its  results  will  justify  the  humane  generosity  of 
those  who  have  built  and  endowed  it. 

The  attention  of  the  Trustees  has  for  some  years 
past  been  attracted  to  the  rapid  increase  in  the 
number  of  out  patients,  which  last  }^ear  was  twenty 
thousand  five  hundred  and  sixty-six.  The  whole 
subject  has  been  so  well  treated  by  the  Resident 
Physician,  Dr.  Whittemore,  that  we  append  to  this 
Report  a  paPer  read  by  him  before  the  Boston 
Society   for   Medical   Improvement. 

Briefly  it  appears,  that  while  the  population  of 
Boston,  including  annexed  territory,  has  doubled  in 
twenty  years  from   1860   to   1880,  the   out  patients 


treated  at  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital  have 
doubled  every  ten  years.  Latterly  the  increase  is  more 
rapid.  If  the  same  ratio  of  increase,  which  occurred 
in  1880  over  1879  should  continue,  we  should  have 
about  forty  thousand  patients  in  1888. 

There  is  no  reason  to  believe  that  the  class  of 
needy  poor,  for  whom  this  charity  is  intended,  was 
neglected  in  1860,  or  that  it  has  increased  during  the 
last  twenty  years  faster  than  the  population.  If  this 
is  true,  we  last  year  treated  ten  thousand  patients 
who  were  not  needy. 

They  come  to  us  from  motives  of  economy,  conven- 
ience and  safety,  and  of  such  patients  the  supply 
may  be  considered  as  practically  unlimited.  The 
evils  of  such  a  policy  to  the  patients  and  the  medical 
profession  are  clearly  stated  by  Dr.  Whittemore.  The 
Trustees  believe  that  the  funds  in  their  charge  should 
be  used  for  the  poor,  and  not  for  the  frugal,  and  that 
some  measures  should  be  taken  to  confine  the  treat- 
ment of  out  patients  to  those  who  cannot  afford  to 
pay  physician's  fees.  The  practice  of  taking  a  small 
fee  from  those  who  can  afford  it  has  been  found  to 
work  badly,  and  has  been  stopped. 

To  many  of  the  medical  and  surgical  staff  it  ap- 
pears that  there  can  hardly  be  too  large  a  number 
of  patients  for  the  exercise  of  their  skill  and  the 
enlargement  of  their  experience.  The  Trustees  can 
never  undervalue  the  zeal  and  devotion  of  gentlemen 
whose  qualities  they  have  the  opportunity  of  admiring 
in  the  daily  service  of  the  Hospital.     They  will   care- 


fully  guard  the  rights,  and  observe  the  wishes,  of  the 
medical  and  surgical  staff  who  give  their  time  and 
skill  to  the  Hospital,  and  are  its  greatest  and  most 
constant  benefactors.  But  they  believe  that  a  way 
may  be  found  by  which  the  evils  of  the  present  state 
of  things  may  be  diminished,  while  at  the  same  time 
the  proper  objects  of  the  profession  are  secured.

Of  the  Dental  patients,  755  had  1,027  teeth  filled; 
3,341  had  5,069  teeth  extracted. 

By  referring  to  the  tables  for  "Admissions,  Dischar- 
ges and  Results,"  in  this  report,  it  will  be  seen  that 
the  number  of  patients  admitted  this  year  exceeds 
that  of  last  year  by  three  hundred  and  ten,  and  ex- 
ceeds the  number  admitted  in  1876  by  two  hundred 
and  seventeen,  the  number  admitted  that  year  being 
the  largest  ever  admitted  in  any  one  year  until  the 
present. 


The  number  of  acute  cases  admitted  has  been  very 
much  larger.  The  average  time  of  residence  shorter, 
and  for  paying  patients  two-thirds  of  a  week  less 
than  in  1876  ;  for  free  patients  one  and  one-fifth's 
weeks  less. 

We  most  gratefully  acknowledge  the  gifts  of  the 
many  kind  friends  who  have  remembered  us  through 
the  year,  and  especially  those  who  gave  so  abundantly 
of  their  time  and  means  on  Thanksgiving,  Christmas 
and  New  Year's  Day.  Messrs.  Lockwood,  Brooks  & 
Co.,  and  the  Forbes  Lithograph  Co.  made  us  ample 
and  most  acceptable  gifts  of  Christmas  and  Lithograph 
cards  for  which  we  are  very  thankful. 

The  Young  Men's  Christian  Union  has  furnished 
seventy-five  "Patients'  Rides,"  taking  out  three 
hundred  and  twenty-four  patients.

Accompanied  by  a  Medical  Officer,  will  be  despatched  to  any 
point  north  of  Dover  and  Berkeley  Streets,  for  the  conveyance 
of  cases  of  accident  or  urgent  sudden  sickness,  not  contagious, 
to  this  Hospital,  or  elsewhere,  upon  notice  from  a  Physician, 
the  Police,  or  other  responsible  source,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  undersigned. 

In  cases  requiring  gratuitous  treatment,  no  charge  will  be 
made.

APPENDIX. 


ARE   FREE   DISPENSARIES   ABUSED? 

Bead   before  the   Boston   Society  for   Medical  Improvement   and 
before  the    suffolk  district   medical   society.

The  subject  of  free  dispensaries  and  the  question  of  their 
abuse,  both  in  this  and  foreign  countries,  had  attracted  so  much 
attention  and  consequent  discussion,  that  in  1877  the  Trustees  of 
the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital  requested  me  to  investigate 
the  out-patient  department  of  said  hospital,  and  ascertain,  if 
possible,  if  a  large  class  of  people  did  not  come  there  for  free 
treatment,  who,  by  reason  of  their  ability  to  pay  for  medical 
services  ought  not  to  be  allowed  this  privilege.  Sufficient  was 
learned  to  show  that  the  charity  was  abused.  Since  that  time 
the  number  of  patients  has  steadily  and  rapidly  increased. 
Inquiry  at  the  Boston  Dispensary,  and  at  the  Boston  City 
Hospital  Dispensary,  shows  that  the  same  feeling  of  abuse  of 
their  dispensaries  exists  in  the  minds  of  their  respective  super- 
intendents. With  this  general  feeling  existing  in  the  minds  of 
the  trustees  and  superintending  officers  of  the  three  principal 
dispensaries  of  the  city,  I  feel  that  the  subject  ought  to  come 
before  the  profession  to  be  discussed,  and  plans  for  correction 
made,  if  abuses  are  really  believed  to  exist  worthy  of  notice. 
To  this  end  I  wish  to  lay  before  the  society  certain  statistics 
and  facts,  perhaps  not  new,  but  to  refresh  your  memories,  if 
need  be,  so  that  discussion  of  the  subject  may  be  had,  and  the 
feeling  of  the  society  on  this  subject  may  be  learned  ;  also, 
to  see  if  any  action  to  correct  abuses  seems  advisable,  and  if 
so,  what  the  course  to  be  pursued  shall  be. 

The  Boston  Dispensary  was  opened  in  1796  "for  the  purpose 
of  affording  medical  advice  and  relief  to  the  sick  poor  of  said 
town."  To  July,  1856,  there  had  been  treated  in  this  dispen- 
sary 118,802  patients.     The  population  of  the  City  of  Boston 
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when  the  dispensary  was  opened  was  about  21,000,  and  had 
increased  in  1856  to  about  162,000.  In  1860  the  number  of 
patients  treated  in  the  Boston  Dispensary  was  16,000.  In  the 
Massachusetts  General  Hospital  Out-Patient  Department,  which 
had  been  open  fourteen  years,  the  number  for  1860  was  4,433, 
making  20,433  the  total  number  treated  in  the  Boston  and 
Massachusetts  General  Hospital  Dispensaries.  The  population 
of  the  city  at  this  time,  1860,  was  177,840,  so  that  there  was 
one  free  patient  to  every  eight  and  eight-tenths  of  the  popula- 
tion. During  the  next  ten  years,  to  1870,  the  number  of 
patients  had  more  than  doubled,  being  in  1870,  at  the  Boston 
Dispensary,  25,928 ;  at  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital 
Dispensary,  8,767  ;  at  the  Boston  City  Hospital  Dispensary, — 
which  had  been  open  six  years, — 8,899  ;  total  during  the  year 
1870,  43,594  ;  population  of  the  city,  250,256, — one  patient  to 
every  five  and  seven-tenths  of  the  population.  The  last  reports 
of  the  three  above-mentioned  dispensaries  give  the  Boston  Dis- 
pensary 34,648 ;  Massachusetts  General  Hospital  Dispensary 
20,566  ;  Boston  City  Hospital  Dispensary  10,309,  and  in  ad- 
dition to  these,  I  find  that  during  the  last  year,  or  in  their  last 
reports,  the  following  dispensaries  treated  patients  as  follows : 
Homoeopathic  Hospital  Dispensary  11,826  ;  New  England  Hos- 
pital Dispensary  5,212 ;  Charlestown  Dispensary  1,103 ;  making 
a  total  in  the  six  dispensaries  of  83,664.  Population  of  the 
city  about  360,000,  and  one  patient  to  every  four  and  three- 
tenths  of  the  population.  In  addition  to  the  above  dispensaries, 
Dr.  Charles  W.  Williams,  in  a  report  to  the  Common  Council  in 
March  last,  showed  that  there  were  fourteen  other  free  dispen- 
saries and  hospitals  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

It  has  been  impossible  to  get  full  reports  from  all  of  these 
hospitals  and  dispensaries.  Is  it  unreasonable  to  estimate, 
with  above  facts,  that  more  than  one-fourth  of  all  the  inhab- 
itants of  Boston  receive  free  medical  treatment? 

The  Boston  Dispensary,  previous  to  three  years  ago,  admitted 
all  who  applied  from  the  city,  and  furnished  them  with  medi- 
cines, the  only  care  taken  being  to  prevent,  if  possible,  non- 
residents from  being  treated.  Three  years  since  a  man  was 
employed  to  see  every  person  who  came  for  treatment,  and  an 
attempt  was  made  to  exclude  non-residents  and  undeserving 
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people,  especially  those,  who,  on  inquiry,  did  not  seem  worthy 
or  needing  charity ;  this  plan  is  still  kept  up  with  satisfactory 
results,  as  the  number  has  fallen  from  48,000,  in  1877,  to 
34,648  at  their  last  annual  meeting.  The  superintendent  be- 
lieves that  there  is  still  a  decided  per  cent,  of  those  now 
treated  who  are  unworthy,  from  their  ability  to  pay  for  medical 
services.  In  June  last  the  dispensary  stopped  giving  medicines 
and  charged  ten  cents  for  all  prescriptions,  except  in  cases  of 
extreme  poverty.  Dr.  Hastings  says  the  result  has  been  most 
satisfactory  to  the  financial  interests  of  the  dispensary. 

In  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ment, prior  to  1877,  there  were  placed  in  conspicuous  places 
in  each  room  of  the  department,  a  box  with  a  card  over  it, 
inviting  all  those  liberally  inclined,  who  came  there  for 
treatment,  to  deposit  in  these  boxes  what  little  money  they  felt 
disposed  to.  The  amount  was  never  burdensome  to  the 
hospital,  and  never  exceeded  one  hundred  dollars  a  year.  In 
1877  a  person  was  employed  by  the  hospital  to  see  every  person 
who  came  for  treatment,  and  asked  them  if  they  could  afford  to 
pay  for  medical  treatment  or  not  ?  If  not,  they  were  at  once 
admitted  after  giving  their  name  and  address.  Those  who  said 
they  could  pay,  were  asked  to  give  according  to  their  means, 
but  less  than  twenty-five  cents  was  not  desired.  Those  who 
could  pay  a  dollar  and  over  were  told  not  to  come  again  after 
their  first  visit,  as  they  were  not  of  the  class  for  whom  the 
department  was  opened,  but  that  they  must  seek  advice  outside, 
at  the  physicians'  offices.  This  did  not  result  in  any  diminution 
of  patients,  and  in  a  short  time  but  very  few  could  afford  to 
pay  over  twenty-five  cents.  This  system  is  not  satisfactory, 
and  seems  to  act  as  a  premium  on  deceiving.  In  November, 
1877,  a  competent  and  experienced  man  was  employed  to  inves- 
tigate the  condition  of  all  who  came  to  the  department  from 
Boston  (old  city)  and  South  Boston.  The  result  was  as 
follows:  number  of  visits,  386;  number  of  deserving  poor, 
254 ;  number  giving  wrong  addresses,  79 ;  number  amply 
able  to  pay,  53.  Of  the  fifty-three  able  to  pay,  nineteen 
owned  their  houses  and  other  property  in  the  city.  The 
number  giving  wrong  addresses  were  classed  as  undeserving, 
as   is  the   custom   in    other  cities  and    countries ;    with  these 
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and  those  able  to  pay  we  have  one-third  of  the  whole  number 
considered  as  undeserving  applicants.  The  Massachusetts 
General  Hospital  Dispensary  gives  no  medicines,  only  in 
extreme   and  recommended  cases. 

The  Boston  City  Hospital  Dispensary,  when  first  opened 
in  1864,  furnished  medicines  and  advice  free  to  all  residents  of 
the  city  who  applied.  In  1869  (?)  they  stopped  giving  med- 
icines except  in  the  most  extreme  cases.  They  continue  the 
same  plan  at  present,  and  strive  to  exclude  non-residents. 

The  classes  of  people  who  come  for  advice  and  treatment  are 
nearly  the  same  in  the  three  mentioned  dispensaries,  and  are  as 
follows:  (1)  The  needy  and  deserving  poor;  (2)  those  who 
come  because  they  can  be  treated  free,  or  nearly  so ;  (3)  those 
who  come  for  free  examination  and  opinion,  to  see  if  they 
are  being  treated  correctly  by  their  own  physician  ;  (4)  those 
sent  by  their  physician  for  free  examination,  to  find  out  what 
really  is  the  matter;  (5)  and  last,  patients  brought  by  their 
physicians  to  get  a  free  consultation.  All  of  these  classes  visit 
the  different  dispensaries,  but  the  last  three  classes  are  found 
more  in  'abundance  at  the  City  Hospital  and  Massachusetts 
General  Hospital  Dispensaries,  and  particularly  so  at  the 
Massachusetts  General  Hospital,  as  one-third  of  the  patients 
there  come  from  outside  of  the  city,  some  even  as  far  as  forty 
miles   away. 

Let  us,  for  a  short  time,  see  what  has  been  done  in  similar 
conditions  in  England.  The  subject  had  received  much  atten- 
tion prior  to  1870  ;  in  that  year,  at  a  meeting  presided  over 
by  Sir  William  Fergusson,  at  which  one  hundred  and  fifty-six 
members  of  the  medical  profession  were  present,  the  following 
resolution  was  passed  : — 

"That  this  meeting  is  of  opinion  that  there  exists  a  great  and 
increasing  abuse  of  out-door  relief  at  the  various  hospitals  and 
dispensaries  of  the  metropolis  which  urgently  requires  a  remedy ; 
and  that,  in  the  opinion  of  this  meeting,  the  evils  inseparable 
from  the  system  of  gratuitous  medical  relief  administered  at 
the  Qut-door  department  of  hospitals  and  in  free  dispensaries, 
can  be  in  great  measure  met  by  the  establishment  on  a  large 
scale  of  provident  dispensaries  throughout  the  kingdom,  and 
by  improved  administration  of  poor-law  medical  relief."  Fol- 
lowing this  were  meetings  of  various  societies,  and  in  April, 


1875,  the  following  memorial,  of  which  I  quote  only  a  part,  was 
made  to  the  president  and  committee  of  council  of  the  British 
Medical  Association:  "We,  the  undersigned,  members  of  the 
British  Medical  Association,  and  others,  beg  most  respectfully 
to  request  the  committee  of  council  to  take  into  consideration 
the  relation  of  the  medical  profession  to  the  hospitals  and  free 
dispensaries  throughout  the  kingdom.  Your  memorialists  are 
convinced  that  the  manner  in  which  these  institutions,  with 
some  few  exceptions,  are  at  present  conducted,  inflicts  a  serious 
injury  upon  many  most  deserving  members  of  our  profession ; 
while  the  indiscriminate  (or  almost  indiscriminate)  bestowal  of 
gratuitous  medical  relief  upon  all  applicants  lowers  the  whole 
scale  of  our  professional  remuneration,  it  is  far  from  being 
a  real  boon  to  the  working  classes  themselves,  and  cannot 
fail,  in  the  long  run,  to  have  a  prejudicial  influence  upon  the 
nation  at  large."  At  this  time  investigation  was  made  as  to 
the  number  receiving  medical  aid  in  London,  and  it  was  found 
that  one-fourth  of  all  the  inhabitants  were  receiving  free 
medical  care.  In  a  report  of  the  Medical  Committee  of  the 
Charity  Organization  Society  I  find  the  following :  "  It  is  the 
out-patient  departments  of  hospitals  that  are  most  abused,  and 
it  is  in  these  departments  that  your  committee  desire  to  see  the 
indiscriminate  relief  at  present  given  largely  curtailed."  They 
believed  that  this  could  be  done  without  seriously  affecting  the 
supply  of  cases  which  are  needful  for  clinical  instruction  at 
those'  hospitals  which  have  medical  schools  attached  to  them, 
and  without  limiting  the  true  province  of  Christian  charity." 

"Under  the  present  circumstances,  when  there  are  in  the 
metropolis  about  one  hundred  and  five  hospitals  and  dispen- 
saries to  which  the  artisan  or  laborer  can  turn  at  any  moment, 
and  which  may  almost  be  said  to  be  bidding  against  one  another 
for  his  patronage,  it  is  obvious  that  the  inducements  to  provi- 
dence and  self-reliance  are  entirely  taken  away.  This  state  of 
things  your  committee  regard  as  a  very  great  evil,  and  they 
believe  that  there  is  no  one  class  of  charities  which  is  doing  so 
much  to  pauperize  the  population,  to  undermine  their  indepen- 
dence and  self-respect,  and  to  discourage  habits  of  providence, 
as  the  medical  charities.  The  committee  are  well  aware  of  the 
great  benefit  that  these  institutions,  if  properly  used,  arc  capable 
of  conferring  upon  the  humbler  ranks  of  our  population.     These 
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benefits  it  would  be  difficult  to  exaggerate,  but  the  committee 
deplore  the  almost  indiscriminate  relief  which  is  given." 

The  outgrowth  of  this  movement  in  England  was  the  estab- 
lishment of  provident  dispensaries,  which,  I  presume,  are  more 
or  less  familiar  to  all  of  the  society,  and  I  will  only  briefly 
describe  them.  They  do  not  care  for  those  provided  for  by  the 
poor-laws,  or  what  we  call  paupers,  but  receive  those  of  the 
lower  middle  class  who,  under  the  ordinary  circumstances  of 
life,  can  care  for  themselves,  but  are  unable  to  obtain  medical 
care  when  sickness  comes.  This  class  pay  a  small  amount  each 
month,  say  a  shilling  or  twenty-five  cents,  and  then  when  sick 
are  cared  for  by  the  provident  dispensary,  who,  on  being  notified 
of  the  case,  send  some  of  their  physicians,  who,  in  turn,  are  paid 
a  small  fee  by  the  dispensary.  Thus  the  patient  has  proper 
medical  care,  and  the  physician  is  not  deprived  of  his  entire 
fee.  The  result  of  these  provident  dispensaries  has  been  most 
satisfactory,  according  to  recent  reports. 

Should  any  change  from  the  present  course  be  deemed 
advisable,  to  my  mind  the  first  and  most  important  step  to  be 
taken  is  the  earnest,  hearty,  and  complete  cooperation  of  all  the 
hospitals  and  dispensaries  in  some  one  distinct  plan  of  work. 

When  the  associated  charities  were  first  started  I  hoped  we 
could  find  aid  in  this  work  from  them,  but  further  thought  and 
examination  induces  me  to  believe  that  such  aid,  as  now  organ- 
ized, would  entail  so  much  delay  that  suffering  would  follow. 

The  provident  dispensaries  are  quite  satisfactory  in  England, 
but  from  my  imperfect  knowledge  of  them  my  impression  is 
that  the  detail  and  machinery  connected  with  their  working 
would  render  them  impracticable  here  at  present. 

My  last  suggestion — and  the  one  in  which  I  have  at  present 
the  most  faith— is  that  of  a  competent  and  experienced  paid 
inspector  at  each  of  the  large  dispensaries. 

Such  an  officer  should  examine  each  and  every  person 
who  applies  for  treatment,  and  should  have  power  to  exclude  all 
except  the  deserving  poor.  He  should  personally  examine 
each  case,  and  after  the  hours  of  admission  to  the  dispensary, 
should  devote  the  remainder  of  the  time  to  visiting  and  ex- 
amining into  the  condition  of  those  who  have  been  treated,  in 
order  to  ascertain  if  they  are  as  represented — poor  and  de- 
serving people.

To  the    Trustees  of  the  Massachusetts   General  Hospital, 

Gentlemen, — 

In  preparing  the  following  report  relating  to  the 
number  and  condition  of  the  patients  treated  in  the 
Asylum  during  the  past  year,  I  have  used  the  new 
tables  recommended  by  the  Board  of  Health,  Lunacy 
and  Charity,  for  the  use  of  the  Massachusetts  hos- 
pitals and  asylums  for  the  insane.  Such  of  the  tables 
are  omitted  as  do  not  relate  to  such  an  institution 
as  this,  or,  for  which  the  data  is  not  available.

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Of  the  admissions,  two  men  and  one  woman  were 
discharged  and  admitted  again  during  the  year,  but 
no  one  was  twice  admitted  during  that  period.  There 
were  two  hundred  and  two  cases  treated  during  the 
year,  representing  one  hundred  and  ninety-nine 
different  persons.  Of  the  fifty-one  persons  admitted, 
twenty-eight  were  regarded  as  recent  cases,  and 
twenty-three  as  chronic,  or  as  incurable,  at  the  time 
of  admission. 

Thirty  persons — six  men  and  twenty-four  women — 
had  never  before  been  in  any  hospital.  Of  the 
remaining  twenty-one  persons,  ten — seven  men  and 
three  women — were  admitted  for  the  second  time ; 
seven — two  men  and  five  women — for  the  third  time; 
one  man  for  the  fourth  time;  one  woman  for  the  fifth 
time;  one  woman  for  the  sixth  time;  and  one  man 
for  the  sixteenth  time.  Of  these  twenty-one  persons, 
fifteen — seven  men  and  eight  women — had  formerly 
been  inmates  of  this  Asylum. 

There  were  twenty-five  less  admissions,  thirty-one 
less  discharges,  and  twenty-eight  less  cases  under 
treatment  than  during  the  year  1879;  and  the  num- 
ber present  was  three  more  at  the  end  than  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year. 

Of  those  discharged,  six — one  man  and  five  women 
— were  transferred  to  other  hospitals ;  four  women 
to  Danvers ;  one  woman  to  Butler  Hospital ;  and  one 
man  to  an  asylum  in  Germany. 

Of  the  eleven  persons  discharged  recovered,  nine 
had  never  before  been  inmates  of  any  hospital ;  one 
had  been  at  Taunton,  and  one  had   been  an  inmate 
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of  this  Asylum.      Three  persons  were  admitted  and 
discharged  recovered  within  the  year. 

The  expenses  of  the  year  were  considerably  increased 
over  those  of  the  immediately  preceding  one,  chiefly 
because  of  large  expenditures  which  had  become  very 
necessary  in  general  repairs  and  plumbing,  and  in  fur- 
nishings. This  work  has  been  going;  on  during;  the 
whole  of  the  year,  and  all  the  plumbing  of  the  Appleton 
Buildings,  and  about  two-thirds  of  that  of  the  other 
buildings,  has  been  taken  out  and  replaced  with  new 
and  well  ventilated  apparatus.  Considerable  outlay  has 
been  made  in  renovating  rooms  and  wards,  particularly 
in  the  Appleton  Buildings,  in  improving  ventilation,  in 
new  carpetings  and  furnishings  in  general. 

The  new  gas-house,  which  has  been  in  operation 
nearly  a  year,  has  effected  a  saving  of  more  than 
one-half  in  the  cost  of  lights. 

Much  attention    has    been  given  during  the   year, 
as  in  times  past  here,  to  the  subject  of  non-restraint, 
which  includes  the  increase  of  freedom  of  the  inmates. 
Some    of  the    gentlemen   have    been   allowed    to   go 
out  on   parole,   but  there   is   an  obstacle   to  the  ex- 
tension of  this  practice,  in  the  proximity  of  the  city, 
and,    in    regard    to    some    cases,  because    of  the  en- 
compassing lines  of  railroads  very  near  the  buildings. 
The  practice  of  keeping  unlocked  during  the  day,  the 
doors  of  four,  and  sometimes  of  five  of  the  ten  wards 
for  ladies,  has   been  continued  as  for  the    last  eight 
or  ten   years.     The  occupants  of  these  wards  thus  go 
freely  from  one  to  another,  or  out  into  the  large,  shady 
garden  for  the  use  of  the  ladies.  This  garden  is  enclosed 
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by  a  fence,  which  is  necessary,  if  for  no  other  reason, 
because  of  the  immediate  proximity  of  railroad 
tracks,  and  to  prevent  intrusion  from  a  populous 
neighborhood.  Six  of  the  wards  for  gentlemen, 
communicate  freely  with  each  other  by  doors  which 
are  never  locked  by  day  or  night,  and,  as  a  rule, 
the  doors  of  rooms  are  not  locked  at  night. 

Many  of  the  windows  of  the  asylum  have  large 
panes  of  glass,  and  are  protected  by  ornamental 
latticed  gratings  of  small  iron  rods.  During  the 
latter  part  of  the  year  a  number  of  these  gratings 
were  removed  from  windows  of  parlors  and  chambers, 
and  the  sashes  were  stopped  so  as  to  open  only  six 
inches  at  the  top  and  bottom. 

In  relation  to  mechanical  restraint,  the  principle 
adopted  is,  to  reduce  it  to  a  minimum,  and  never 
to  employ  it  when  other  means  will  do  as  well.  In  a 
small  percentage  of  cases,  it  may  prove  to  be  a 
proper  and  useful  therapeutic  measure. 

The  usual  means  of  diversion  and  entertainment 
have  been  made  use  of  during-  the  year,  such  as 
concerts,  readings,  and  dancing  parties,  in  the  newly 
renovated  hall.  There  have  been  carriage  drives 
every  week-day  in  good  weather,  and  visits  to  places 
of  interest  and  amusement  in  and  about  Boston. 

The  continued  attentions  of  the  many  friends  of  the 
Asylum,  are  gratefully  appreciated  and  remembered.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES 


MASSACHUSETTS   GENERAL  HOSPITAL 


For  the  Year  1881. 


The  Committee  of  the  Trustees  appointed  to  pre- 
pare the  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  to  the  Corpo- 
ration, to  whom  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  and 
the  reports  of  the  other  officials  have  been  referred, 
respectfully  submit  the 

Sixty-Eighth  Annual  Report. 

Early  in  the  year,  Mr.  Francis  H.  Peabody  resigned 
the  office  of  Treasurer,  which  he  had  held  for  four 
years,  leaving  the  Corporation  under  a  heavy  obliga- 
tion to  him  for  able  and  successful  service.  Mr. 
David  R.  Whitney  was  elected  Treasurer  in  his 
place. 

At  the  close  of  the  vear,  the  Ions;  connection  with 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Mr.  Charles  H.  Dalton 
terminates  by  his  declining  a  re-election.  Mr.  Dalton 
became  a  Trustee  of  the  Hospital  in  18(56;  and  to 
him,  in  great  measure,  are  due  many  important  im- 
provements in  the  buildings,  as  well  as  the  purchase 
of  the  large  tract  of  land  in  Belmont,  already  utilized 
by  the  erection  of  the  Convalescent  Cottage,  and  to 
which,  at  no  distant  day,  it  is  hoped  that  the  Asylum 
may  be  removed.  His  faithful  and  highly  efficient 
service  has  been  fully  appreciated  and  cordially  ac- 
knowledged by  his  associates. 


In  the  last  weeks  of  the  year  died  the  aged  and 
honored  Dr.  Edward  Reynolds,  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Consultation  since  1839,  and  Dr.  Thomas 
B.  Curtis,  one  of  the  surgeons  to  out-patients,  who, 
although  still  a  young  man,  had  already  achieved 
eminence  by  his  scholarly  and  profound  mastery  of 
his  profession. 

The  average  number  of  patients  in  the  Hospital 
the  past  year  was  166,  a  slight  decrease  as  compared 
with  the  year  before.  In  the  Asylum,  the  average 
number  has  been  149  against  152  in  1880. 

The  Treasurer's  account  shows  an  excess  of  ex- 
penses over  income  from  the  funds  applicable  to  the 
expenses  of  the  Hospital  of  $15,021.81,  in  part  due 
to  the  erection  of  a  new  entrance-lodge  on  Blossom 
Street,  which  has  proved  an  important  aid  in  the 
orderly  administration  of  the  Hospital,  and  in  part 
to  costly  repairs  not  yet  completed  at  the  Asylum.

It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  the  number  of  subscrib- 
ers to  free  beds  may  be  increased.  Death  every  year 
makes  many  vacancies  among  the  older  subscribers; 
and  the  increased  demands  of  a  larger  community 
make  it  necessary  not  only  to  repair  these  losses,  but 
to  add  constantly  to  our  resources. 
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It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  that  the  whole  sum  of 
$100,000,  which  the  public  were  invited  to  contribute 
for  the  building  and  maintenance  of  the  Convalescent 
Cottage  at  Belmont,  has  been  subscribed ;  and,  with 
the  exception  of  a  small  amount,  is  already  in  the 
hands  of  the  Treasurer.  A  substantial,  well-arranged, 
and  picturesque  building  has  been  erected,  and  will  be 
ready  for  occupancy  in  the  spring.  It  is  believed 
that  this  will  furnish  an  important  addition  to  the 
curative  resources  of  the  Hospital.  It  is  estimated 
that  the  total  cost  of  preparing  the  grounds  and  erect- 
ing the  cottage  will  fall  within  $35,000,  leaving  the 
remainder  of  the  amount  subscribed  to  constitute  a 
fund  for  maintenance  as  originally  intended.  But 
this  fund  will  need  considerable  increase  in  order  to 
meet  from  its  income  the  necessary  expenses  of  the 
House.  The  Trustees  hope  that  this  will  be  remem- 
bered as  one  of  the  wants  of  the  Hospital  for  a  gen- 
erous community  to  supply. 

The  Trustees  are  firm  in  the  belief  that  the 
Asylum  should  be  removed  as  soon  as  may  be  to  its 
new  site  on  the  Belmont  estate. 

It  is  true  that  the  buildings  of  the  Asylum  were 
justly  considered  at  the  time  of  their  erection  admir- 
ably adapted  to  their  use.  It  is  true  that,  by  the 
removal  of  window  bars,  and  by  the  introduction  of 
female  attendants  in  the  gentlemen's  wards,  much  has 
been  done  to  ameliorate  the  somewhat  gloomy  aspect 
of  the  place.  But  it  is  not  less  true  that  the  build- 
ings are  not  well  adapted  to  a  proper  classification  of 
cases,  or  to  that  cheerful  and  homelike  arrangement 
so  conducive  to  content,  if  not  to  cure.  To  attain 
these  ends,  it  would  be  necessary  radically  to  recon- 
struct the  principal  building  of  the  Asylum  at  a  heavy 
cost.     This  might  perhaps  be  the  policy  of  the  Trus-

tees,  were  they  not  convinced  that  the  site  had  ceased 
to  be  the  best  one  for  the  institution.  The  discord- 
ant noises  from  the  encircling  railways  and  neighbor- 
ing factories  are  a  source  of  positive  suffering  to 
nerves  rendered  acutely  sensitive  by  disease ;  and 
the  variety  of  drives,  one  of  the  pleasantest  breaks 
in  the  monotonous  lives  of  the  patients,  is  far  more 
restricted  than  would  be  the  case  in  the  country. 
Except  in  certain  easily  distinguished  cases  of  acute 
mania  or  delusion,  the  proportion  of  positive  cures  is, 
and  will  probably  continue  to  be,  distressingly  small ; 
but  no  effort  should  be  spared  to  make  calm  and  con- 
tent take  the  place,  of  excitement  and  complaining. 
The  fund  for  the  removal  of  the  Asylum  now 
amounts  to  $131,123.58,  and  the  Trustees  hope  that 
the  slow  process  of  accretion  will  be  hastened  by 
generous  donations  and  bequests. 

It  is  not  impossible  that  the  estate  and  buildings  at 
Somerville  may  in  the  future  be  found  capable  of 
adaptation  to  other  uses.  The  Trustees  believe  that, 
among  its  many  charities,. Boston  has  not  yet  made 
sufficient  provision  for  incurables,  a  class  certainly 
not  the  least  deserving  of  pity  and  aid.  While  suf- 
fering from  accident  or  acute  disease,  the  poorest 
patient  can  command  in  our  hospitals  the  best  skill 
which  the  city  affords;  but,  when  his  ailment  is  such 
that  science  is  impotent  to  cure  it,  he  is  sent  back  to 
his  home  to  drag  out  long  years  of  suffering  and  pos- 
sible neglect,  which  might  be  made  almost  painless 
by  healthful  surroundings  and  intelligent  care.  The 
Trustees  feel  it  to  be  their  duty  to  announce  that 
they  will  receive  donations  or  legacies  to  be  applied^ 
whenever  the  amount  shall  be  sufficient,  in  establish- 
ing a  department  for  incurables. 

Visitors  to  the   Hospital   must  often  be  struck  by 


the  air  of  cheerfulness  diffused  throughout  a  ward 
by  the  presence  of  children.  The  interest  and  sym- 
pathy which  they  excite  among  the  adult  patients ; 
their  own  buoyant  spirits,  if  suffering  is  even  for  a 
moment  allayed;  and  the  power  they  exert  in  ban- 
ishing from  their  fellow-sufferers  that  listlessness 
and  depression  which  are  often  the  worst  foes  to 
recovery, —  constitute  sufficient  reasons  why  they 
should  always  be  welcome  as  among  the  best  of 
curative  influences.  They  become  the  petted  and 
indulged  favorites  of  the  ward ;  and  the  kindly 
attention  they  receive  reacts  upon  their  own  condi- 
tion, and  encourages  their  recovery.  It'  is  hoped  that 
the  Hospital  may  always  be  allowed  to  do  its  share 
in  alleviating  the  sufferings  of  little  children. 

The  Trustees  have  continued  their  efforts  to 
restrict  the  service  in  the  Out-Patient  Department 
to  the  class  of  suffering  poor  whom  the  Hospital  was 
founded  to  relieve.  The  practice  of  exacting  a  nom- 
inal fee  from  all  applicants  save  the  very  poor  was 
discontinued  early  in  the  year,  as  it  was  found  not 
to  accomplish  the  good  it  was  intended  to  effect, 
and  to  be  productive  of  positive  ill  results.  In 
April,  an  experienced  person  was  appointed  to 
examine  all  applicants,  in  order  to  ascertain  whether 
their  circumstances  entitled  them  to  the  benefits  of 
a  gratuitous  charity.  The  results  of  his  investiga- 
tions will  be  found  embodied  in  the  report  of  the 
Resident  Physician.  It  will  be  seen  that,  of  1,250 
cases  visited  at  the  addresses  given.  545  were  pro- 
nounced undeserving  of  charitable  aid.  It  is  no 
doubt  true  that,  to  a  large  number  of  these,  the 
term  impostor  would  be  a  harsh  and  unjust  one  to 
apply.  It  may  well  be  feared  that  the  past  practice 
of     the     Hospital    and     of    similar    institutions    has 


tended  to  disseminate  the  belief  that,  whatever 
the  means  of  the  sufferer,  sickness  entitles  him  to 
free  advice  and  treatment.  The  managers  of  such 
institutions  in  this  country  and  in  Europe  are  now 
fully  awakened  to  the  dangerous  influence  of  such 
a  belief  in  its  tendency  to  impair  the  spirit  of 
providence  and  self-dependence  so  essential  to  good 
citizenship.  The  aim  of  such  an  investigation  of 
cases  as  that  now  in  force  in  our  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ment should  be  rather  to  prevent  than  to  detect  im- 
proper applications  for  treatment.  It  is  probable  that 
the  result  will  be  to  diminish  in  some  degree  the 
number  of  those  annually  treated,  but  it  is  well  to  re- 
member that  to  judge  of  the  success  of  an  institution 
by  the  number  of  its  patients  is  to  apply  the  easiest 
but  not  the  most  adequate  test.  The  Trustees  feel 
it  to  be  their  duty  to  check  so  far  as  they  may  the 
further  spread  of  a  tendency  which  they  believe 
already    to    have     assumed    the    proportions    of    a 

great  evil.

The  new  lodge  at  the  Hospital  entrance  on  Blos- 
som Street,  which  was  commenced  in  the  early  part 
of  the  year,  was  completed  and  ready  for  use  No- 
vember i.  The  result  of  this  change  at  the  entrance 
to  the  Hospital  has  been  most  satisfactory,  and 
added  much  to  the  quiet  and  order  of  the  house,  as 
people  are  now  easily  directed  to  the  department 
they  seek,  and  do  not  wander  blindly  over  the  whole 
institution.

The  Young  Men's  Christian  Union  has  given  us 
seventy-five  "  Drives  for  Patients,"  taking  out  three 
hundred  and  seventy-one  individuals.

During  the  year,  one  woman  was  twice,  another 
three  times,  admitted.  One  man  and  one  woman 
were  each  twice  discharged,  and  one    man    was  dis- 
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charged  and  readmitted.  There  were  two  hundred 
and  twenty  cases  treated,  representing  two  hundred 
and  fifteen  persons. 

Of  the  sixty-three  persons  admitted,  forty  were  re- 
garded as  recent  cases,  and  twenty-three  as  chronic 
or  as  incurable  at  the  time  of  admission. 

Forty-six  persons,  nineteen  men  and  twenty-seven 
women,  had  never  before  been  in  any  hospital.  Of 
the  remaining  twenty  cases,  nine,  five  men  and  four 
women,  were  admitted  for  the  second  time ;  three, 
one  man  and  two  women,  for  the  third  time  ;  two, 
one  man  and  one  woman,  for  the  fifth  time ;  one 
man  for  the  eighth ;  one  woman  for  the  ninth, 
tenth,  and  eleventh  times  respectively ;  one  man 
for  the  seventeenth,  and  one  for  the  twentieth  time. 
These  twenty  cases  represent  seventeen  persons,  as 
the  nine  second  admissions  represent  eight  persons, 
and  the  ninth,  tenth,  and  eleventh  admissions  were 
of  one  and  the  same  individual.  Of  these  seventeen 
persons,  eight,  four  men  and  four  women,  had  for- 
merly been  inmates   of  this  Asylum. 

There  were  fifteen  more  admissions,  seventeen 
more  discharges,  and  eighteen  more  cases  under 
treatment  than  during  the  year  1880 ;  and  the  num- 
ber present  was  one  more  at  the  end  than  the  begin- 
ning of  the  year. 

Of  those  discharged,  eleven,  seven  men  and  four 
women,  were  transferred  to  other  hospitals, —  four 
men  and  three  women  to  Danvers  and  three  men 
and  one  woman  to  private  asylums.  Of  the  thirteen 
persons  discharged  recovered,  eight  had  never  before 
been  inmates  of  any  hospital,  and  five  had  been  in- 
mates of  this  Asylum. 

Of  the  fourteen  deaths  during  the  year,  nine  were 
of  elderly  persons,  from  fifty-nine  to  eighty-three 
years  of   age.     Some  had  been  long  resident  in   the 
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Asylum,  and  most  of  them  died  from  causes  other 
than  cerebral  disease.  Of  the  more  recently  ad- 
mitted cases  of  those  resulting  in  death,  only  one, 
terminating  by  exhaustion  from  mania,  gave  any 
promise  of  recovery  when  admitted. 

Nine  persons  were  admitted  and  discharged  recov- 
ered within  the  year.  In  general,  it  may  be  said  that 
there  were  more  persons  admitted,  and  a  much  larger 
proportion  of  them  were  acute  cases,  than  during  the 
preceding  year. 

The  work  of  renovation  and  repairs,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  putting  all  parts  of  the  Asylum  in  a  thor- 
oughly comfortable  condition,  has  been  diligently 
carried  on  during  the  past  year,  notwithstanding  the 
purpose  of  building  a  new  asylum  elsewhere  in  the 
near  future.  Not  only  this,  but,  as  the  work  pro- 
ceeds, all  practicable  alterations  of  construction,  with 
the  introduction  of  modern  improvements  for  increas- 
ing the  comfort  and  attractiveness  of  the  wards,  are 
being  made.  For  example,  one  of  the  oldest  of  the 
women's  wards  in  the  Asylum,  being  a  long  and 
rather  dark  hall,  with  a  window  at  one  end  and 
rooms  on  either  side,  has  been  changed  in  its  whole 
aspect,  and  made  cheerful  and  pleasant  by  the  use  of 
bright  colors  in  its  decoration,  by  plants  and  birds 
and  by  an  alcove  in  place  of  one  of  the  rooms  on 
the  sunny  side  of  the  house.  A  window  as  wide  as 
the  alcove,  and  extending  from  floor  to  ceiling,  has 
panes  of  ordinary  glass  17x29  inches  in  dimensions, 
and  is  so  arranged  as  to  be  opened  both  at  top  and 
bottom  twenty-nine  inches.  These  open  spaces  are 
covered  by  outside  screens  of  fine  wire  gauze,  such 
as  is  customarily  used  in  the  windows  of  private 
houses,  in  the  summer  season.  Some  windows  of 
other  wards  and  rooms  have,  during  the  past  two 
years,  been  protected   in  the   same   way,  in  place  of 
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the  iron  guards  which  have  been  removed.  The 
objection  to  the  common  plan  in  foreign  asylums, 
of  limiting  the  opening  of  windows  to  five  or  six 
inches,  which  is  inadmissible  during  the  hot  sum- 
mer months  in  this  climate,  is  thus  overcome. 

The  dining-room  of  the  reconstructed  ward  above 
described  has  been  decorated  in  bright  colors,  and 
the  iron  guards  removed  from  the  windows,  which 
have  been  fitted  with  large  panes  of  glass,  together 
with  some  small  colored  ones,  giving  a  pleasing 
effect.  A  similar  change  is  being  made  in  the  cham- 
bers of  the  ward,  as  to  the  removal  of  guards  and  use 
of  large  glass  in  the  windows,  which  are  here  pro- 
vided with  concealed  shutters,  for  use  in  cases  requir- 
ing them,  but  so  constructed  that  the  windows  may 
be  left  fully  open  and  the  fresh  air  ma)  freely  enter 
the  rooms  during:  the  nig-ht  in  hot  weather. 

Similar  alterations,  introducing  alcoves,  changing 
windows,  etc.,  are  in  progress  in  other  wards,  to  the 
effect  of  letting  in  more  sunlight  and  fresh  air,  and 
greatly  increasing  the  cheerfulness  and  comfort  of 
the  house. 

Some  progress  has  been  made  in  the  direction  of 
enlarging  the  freedom  of  patients.  A  door  leading 
from  the  five  principal  wards  for  men  has  been 
fitted  with  an  ordinary  handle,  and  remains  unlocked 
nearly  all  day,  permitting  free  egress  of  the  occu- 
pants of  those  wards  to  the  large  garden,  which  is 
not  a  secure  enclosure.  Two  persons  only  have- 
taken  advantage  of  this  opportunity  to  escape,  and 
one  of  these  returned  voluntarily  in  a  few  days. 

Since  early  in  the  year,  the  door  of  the  Appleton 
ward  for  gentlemen  has  been  left  unlocked  during 
the  day.  This  building  stands  upon  the  open 
grounds  of  the  Asylum ;  and,  though  its  door  is  un- 
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locked  and  some  of  its  windows  are  without  guards, 
no  trouble  has  arisen  in  consequence. 

As  usual,  during  the  year  a  number  of  patients 
have  been  placed  on  parole,  with  the  privilege  of 
going  outside  the  Asylum  grounds.  Permission  has 
been  freely  given  for  patients  to  make  short  visits  to 
their  friends  at  home,  with  beneficial  results ;  and 
very  little  restriction  has  been  placed  upon  their  re- 
ceiving the  visits  of  their  friends  at  the  Asylum. 

In  regard  to  the  attendance  upon  the  patients, 
some  experiments,  that  have  been  tried  during  the 
past  two  years,  have  given  gratifying  results.  Ward- 
maids  are  now  employed,  after  the  manner  of  the 
training  schools  for  nurses  in  general  hospitals,  in  all 
the  female  wards  of  the  house.  As  a  consequence, 
the  attendants,  being  relieved  of  a  good  deal  of  their 
former  work,  have  more  time  to  devote  to  the  pa- 
tients, and  are  made  more  strictly  nurses  and  com- 
panions of  the  sick. 

In  the  male  wards  also,  some  important  results 
have  been  gained.  On  a  few  occasions  heretofore, 
the  wife  of  a  supervisor  has  been  allowed  to  reside 
here,  and  has  had  some  special  duty  given  her.  A 
few  years  ago,  a  nurse  was  placed  in  one  of  the 
wards,  where  she  had  the  care  of  the  dining-room 
and  some  association  with  the  patients,  and  the  re- 
sults gave  some  favorable  indications. 

During  the  past  year,  the  plan  of  employing  female 
nurses  in  the  mens  wards  has  been  successfully  de- 
veloped and  its  possibilities  established.  The  diffi- 
culties that  have  been  supposed  to  exist  in  the  way 
of  doing  all  that  is  desirable  in  this  direction  are  two- 
fold: —  first,  the  possible  impropriety  in  associating 
female  nurses  with  insane  men ;  and,  second,  a  prac- 
tical difficulty  in  administration,  in  accommodating 
the    duties  of    male  and  female  attendants,  the    one 
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to  the  other,  in  a  harmonious  way.  I  found  these 
generally  regarded  as  controlling  objections  by  the 
superintendents  of  some  fifteen  or  more  of  the  Eng- 
lish, Scotch,  and  French  hospitals,  which  I  had  the 
privilege  of  visiting  two  years  ago,  when  I  made  this 
subject  one  of  my  special  points  of  inquiry,  having 
then  already  determined  to  carry  out  such  a  plan 
here.  It  was  granted  that  it  would  be  a  good  thing, 
but  nowhere  had  the  plan  been  put  to  a  complete 
practical  test  in  the  general  wards  of  an  asylum. 
Dr.  Bayley  at  Northampton,  England,  employed  a 
few  women  as  "  bed-makers  " ;  and  Dr.  Batty  Tuke,  at 
Saughton  Hall  in  Scotland,  was  just  then  trying  the 
experiment  of  employing  a  lady  to  act  in  a  social 
capacity  among  the  gentlemen  in  his  private  asylum. 

My  plan  is  to  choose  a  matronly,  ladylike,  dis- 
creet, and  amiable  woman,  and  to  place  in  her  charge 
all  the  housekeeping  duties  of  two  adjoining  wards. 
These  duties  include  the  sole  and  undivided  control 
of  two  dining-rooms,  the  charge  of  the  ordinary 
housekeeping,  care  of  the  wards  themselves,  and  their 
appurtenances,  and  of  the  chambers,  the  bed-making, 
etc.  She  is  assisted  by  one  or  more  wardmaids, 
whom  she  directs  in  their  work,  and  by  the  assist- 
ant male  attendants.  She  presides  at  the  table,  and 
contributes  to  the  social  life  of  the  wards  as  if  she 
were  mistress  of  the  house.  There  is  a  head  attend- 
ant, however,  who  is  master  of  the  ward,  who  has 
general  control  of  its  affairs,  the  immediate  charge 
of  the  patients  and  of  his  assistants.  The  nurse 
takes  her  turn  in  watching  the  ward  when  other 
attendants  are  absent,  and  thus  in  many  ways  satis- 
factorily fills  the  place  of  a  male  attendant. 

It  is  found  that,  by  thus  defining  the  duties  and 
making  the  arrangement  conform  to  that  of  the  ordi- 
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nary  way  of  life  in  a  private  household,  matters  go  on 
smoothly,  with  proper  persons  in  charge. 

There  are  now  four  women  employed  in  the  male 
wards,  whose  duties  require  their  presence  there  at 
all  times  of  the  day  and  evening.  From  the  experi- 
ence gained  here  in  associating  nurses  with  insane 
men,  I  am  able  to  say  that  there  is  no  reason  why 
this  cannot  be  done  with  great  benefit  in  all  our 
wards,  excepting  one  for  some  special  cases. 

The  results  gained  are  better  than  were  expected. 
Not  only  is  the  more  obvious  advantage  derived  of 
giving  the  place  the  homelike  appearance  due  to 
woman's  presence,  and  its  consequent  influence 
upon  the  patients,  which  is  directly  curative  in 
leading  them  to  practice  better  self-control,  but  the 
influence  upon  the  male  attendants  is  equally  marked 
as  making  them  more  considerate  and  gentlemanly  in 
their  deportment. 

Much  attention  has  been  given  to  the  subject  of 
the  occupation  of  the  patients,  which,  for  those  of 
the  class  in  this  Asylum,  is  with  difficulty  extended 
beyond  some  form  of  recreation.  The  usual  variety 
of  entertainments,  concerts,  exhibitions,  and  dancing 
parties  attended  by  both  ladies  and  gentlemen  have 
been  given.  Open  air  concerts  were  given  in  the  even- 
ing every  two  weeks  during  the  summer,  in  the  large 
garden,  and  were  greatly  enjoyed  by  all  the  inmates 
of  the  Asylum.  Picnic  parties  and  boating  parties 
to  Spot  Pond  were  of  frequent  occurrence  during  the 
summer.  Later  in  the  season,  parties  have  been  sent 
to  afternoon  concerts  and  other  entertainments  in 
Boston.  The  customary  carriage  excursions  for  la- 
dies and  gentlemen  have  been  sent  out  twice  daily  in 
all  pleasant  weather,  during  the  year;  and  some  of 
the  patients  are  accustomed  to  take  daily  drives  in 
private  conveyances  furnished  them. 
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In  other  ways,  the  gentlemen  find  occupation  in 
walking,  reading,  playing  games,  and  in  the  billiard- 
room  and  bowling  alley,  where  some  gymnastic  ap- 
pliances are  soon  to  be  introduced.  The  ladies  are 
more  readily  employed  in  sewing,  knitting,  embroid- 
ery, reading,  playing  billiards,  etc.  Classes  in  draw- 
ing and  singing  have  recently  been  formed,  which 
are  well  attended,  and  have  aroused  a  good  deal  of 
interest. 

The  introduction  of  medical  internes,  a  year  and 
a  half  ago,  has  proved  a  very  satisfactory  and  valua- 
ble addition  to  the  medical  staff.  Two  such  officers 
act  as  clinical  clerks,  make  daily  visits  to  the  wards, 
and  do  other  clinical  work,  such  as  is  required  in  gen- 
eral hospitals. 

To  the  friends  of  the  Asylum,  who  have  mani- 
fested their  continued  interest  in  its  welfare  and  prog- 
ress, sincere  and  grateful  thanks  are  due.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES 


MASSACHUSETTS   GENERAL   HOSPITAL 


For  the  Year  1882. 


The  Committee  of  the  Trustees  appointed  to  pre- 
pare the  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  to  the  Corpora- 
tion, to  whom  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  and  the 
reports  of  the  other  officials  have  been  referred,  re- 
spectfully submit  the 

Sixty-ninth  Annual  Report. 

The  average  number  of  patients  in  the  Hospital 
was  one  hundred  and  sixty-eight  against  one  hundred 
and  sixty-six  the  year  before. 

In  the  Asylum,  one  hundred  and  fifty-six  against 
one  hundred  and  forty-nine  last  year. 

The  Treasurer's  account  shows  for  the  year  ending- 
Dec.  31,  1882,  an  excess  of  expenditure  over  income 
of  $37,280.17,  which  has  been  charged  to  the  General 
Fund.  The  average  deficiency  for  the  past  two  years 
has  been  $26,150.99. 

On  June  1st,  Mr.  David  R.  Whitney  resigned  the 
office  of  Treasurer  during  a  temporal'}'  absence  in 
Europe;  and  Mr.  Edmund  Dwight  was  elected  in  his 
place.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  Mr.  Whitney  will  re- 
sume the  position  on  his  return. 

In  May,  Dr.  Samuel  Cabot,  a  member  of  the  Board 
of  Visiting  Surgeons  since  1854,  resigned,  leaving  the 


Hospital  indebted  to  him  for  many  years  of  faithful 
and  valuable  service. 

The  Trustees  gratefully  acknowledge  the  following-

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  subscriptions  for  free 
beds  has  fallen  off  $700.  The  demand  for  their  use 
becomes  greater  every  year,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
the  interest  taken  in  so  noble  a  charity  may  increase. 

The  Convalescent  Home  was  dedicated  May  5. 
Since  that  time,  it  has  been  in  constant  use,  and  has 
more  than  fulfilled  the  benefits  that  were  anticipated 
from  it. 

The  situation  has  proved  to  be  a  most  admirable 
one  in  every  respect,  combining,  as  it  does,  not  only 
quiet  and  pure  air,  but  also  great  accessibility.  Fre- 
quent trains  to  and  from  Boston  add  very  much  to 
the  convenience  of  carrying  it  on.  It  is  only  two 
minutes'  walk  from  the  Waverty  station  on  the  Fitch- 
bure  road. 


It  has  been  used  bv  surgical  and  medical  cases,  and 
both  alike  have  derived  great  benefit  from  their  so- 
journ there. 

The  Trustees  decided  during  the  past  year  to  put 
up  a  new  building  to  be  used  exclusively  by  the 
nurses.  They  have  for  a  long  time  felt  that  the 
accommodations  provided  for  the  nurses  were  alto- 
gether insufficient,  and  not  at  all  suitable  for  the  class 
of  women  who  are  now  taking  up  the  profession. 
For  the  last  five  years,  all  our  nurses  have  come  from 
the  Training  School  for  Nurses;  and  the  result  has 
been  that  we  are  continuallv  Q-ettino-  not  onlv  much 
better  trained  nurses,  but  also  a  class  of  women  much 
superior  in  every  respect  to  those  who  formerly  per- 
formed the  service. 

Plans  for  the  building  were  submitted  about  a  year 
ago;  and  it  was  finally  decided  to  e^rect  a  building  1-55 
feet  long  on  the  line  of  Allen  Street,  at  a  cost  of 
about  $35,000. 

It  is  intended  that  each  nurse  shall  have  a  room  to 
herself,  and  a  large  sitting-room  has  been  placed  on 
the  lower  floor.  The  following  resolution  was  adopted 
March  31.  1882:  — 

Voted,  That  in  grateful  recognition  of  the  long  expressed  good 
will  and  generous  contributions  to  t lie  Hospital  by  Xnthaniel 
Thayer,  Esq.,  the  new  building  be  called  the  "Thayer  Building." 
It  will  lie  ready  iov  use  by  March. 

The  Trustees  still  further  carefully  considered  the 
question  of  service  in  the  "Out  Patient  Department." 

On  June  16,  a  petition  was  presented  to  the  Trus- 
tees from  the  surgeons  in  the  special  department  for 
out  patients,  complaining  that  the  personal  investiga- 
tion of  applicants  instituted  a  year  ago  was  depriving 
them  of  many  interesting  and  instructive  cases,  and 
asking  that  all  cases  hereafter  be  admitted,  regardless 
of  the  pecuniary  circumstances  of  the  applicant.     The 
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petition  was  referred  to  a  Committee  of  the  Trustees, 
who  reported  October  13  that,  while  they  cannot 
recommend  a  change  of  the  policy  of  questioning 
every  applicant  to  determine  whether  their  means  are 
such  as  to  entitle  them  to  gratuitous  treatment,  yet 
on  the  other  hand  every  effort  shall  be  made  to 
enlarge  the  usefulness  of  the  Hospital  by  adding  to 
medical  knowledge  as  well  as  to  the  relief  of  suffering. 

The  Committee,  therefore,  recommended  that  lib- 
eral regard  should  be  paid  to  the  written  recommen- 
dations of  physicians  that  cases  are  proper  ones  for 
admission  by  reason  of  the  obscurity  and  educational 
value  of  the  disease  as  well  as  by  reason  of  the  pov- 
erty of  the  applicant. 

A  friend  of  the  late  Dr.  George  H.  Gay  has  given 
us  $2-5,000  as  a  memorial  of  him.  After  full  considera- 
tion, the  Trustees  voted  to  apply  the  money  for  a 
building  for  the  "  Out  Patient  Department,"  believing 
that  to  be  the  greatest  need  of  the  Hospital. 

This  will  supply  a  most  pressing  want,  as  our  pres- 
ent accommodations  have  long  been  totally  inade- 
quate for  the  needs  of  that  department ;  and  very 
much  of  the  work  so  faithfully  and  gratuitously  given 
has  been  clone  under  most  inconvenient  and  unfavora- 
ble surroundings. 

Your  Trustees  cannot  express  too  strongly  the 
hope  that  they  will  soon  be  able  to  move  the  Asylum 
from  Somerville  to  Belmont. 

This  they  consider  their  most  pressing  need,  and 
it  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  object  will  be  especially 
borne  in  mind  by  the  generous  public. 

The  present  quarters  are  probably  as  well  adapted 
to  the  purpose  as  any  large  building  of  the  kind  well 
can  be,  and  many  improvements  have  been  made 
in  them  during  the  past  few  years  which  have  added 
verv  materiallv  to   their  comfort   and   attractiveness  ; 


but,  according  to  modern  requirements,  they  are  still 
cramped  and  inconvenient,  and  it  is  impossible  to  sep- 
arate the  different  stages  of  insanity  so  as  to  bring 
about  the  best  results.  A  large  class  of  our  patients 
are  most  unfavorably  affected  by  being  brought  in 
contact  with  those  more  insane  than  themselves,  and 
by  the  feeling  of  restraint  and  confinement  that  is 
inseparably  connected  with  a  large  Asylum  Building. 
The  more  closely  we  can  approach  to  that  of  a  large 
familv  living  in  different  houses,  the  better  the  result 
we  can  hope  to  attain. 

Our  purpose  is  to  build  a  number  of  small  cottages 
surrounding  a  large  one  that  would  be  used  for  ad- 
ministration purposes. 

Each  cottage  would  be  occupied  by  a  family  con- 
sisting of  a  number  of  patients  graded  according  to 
their  mental  condition  and  their  necessary  attendants. 
A  cottage  would  then  become  a  community  in  itself, 
and  would  have  its  own  varied  interests. 

Aside  from  all  these  advantages,  the  grounds  at 
Belmont  are  beautifully  wooded,  and  the  drives  in 
every  direction  are  much  pleasanter  and  more  varied 
than  those  which  they  are  now  compelled  to  use,  and 
the  whole  manner  of  life  would  be  much  better 
adapted  to  persons  suffering  from  mental  disease.

During  the  year,  no  person  was  twice  admitted. 
Two  women  were  discharged,  recovered,  and  read- 
mitted, both  returning  upon  voluntary  requests  with- 
out  commitment.       One    of    them    was    not    insane, 


returning  at  nearly  the  end  of  the  year  for  a  brief 
residence  as  a  matter  of  precaution  on  her  part. 
Thus  there  were  two  hundred  and  thirty-seven  cases 
treated,  representing  two  hundred  and  thirty-five  per- 
sons. 

Of  the  eighty-two  persons  admitted,  fifty-three 
were  regarded  as  recent  cases,  and  twenty-nine  as 
chronic  or  as  incurable,  at  the  time  of  admission. 

Sixty-two  persons,  twenty-eight  men  and  thirty-four 
women,  had  never  been  in  any  hospital.  Of  the 
remaining  twenty  persons,  ten,  nine  men  and  one 
woman,  were  admitted  for  the  second  time  ;  six,  four 
men  and  two  women,  for  the  third  time;  two  women 
for  the  fourth  time,  one  woman  for  the  eleventh  time, 
and  one  man  for  the  eighteenth  time.  Of  these 
twenty  persons,  ten,  seven  men  and  three  women, 
had  been  former  inmates  of  this  asylum. 

Eleven  persons,  four  men  and  seven  women,  were 
admitted  as  voluntary  patients,  upon  their  written 
applications  for  treatment  in  accordance  with  an  act 
of  the  Legislature  of  1S81.  Three  men  were  cases 
of  temporary  mental  disturbance :  two  recovered, 
and  one  discharged  improved,  subsequently  died  of 
Bright's  disease.  One  woman,  not  insane,  was  dis- 
charged after  a  few  weeks'  residence ;  and  the  remain- 
der, one  man  and  six  women,  remain  as  patients. 
Four  of  these  voluntary  patients  had  formerly  been 
inmates  of  the  asylum. 

There  were  sixteen  more  admissions,  five  more  dis- 
charges, and  seventeen  more  cases  under  treatment 
than  during  the  year  1881  ;  and  the  number  present 
was  twelve  more  at  the  end  than  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year. 

Of  the  seventy  persons  discharged,  including 
deaths,  eleven  were  transferred  to  other  hospitals, — 
two  men  and  seven  women  to  those  in  this  State,  and 


one  man  and  one  woman  to  the  New  Hampshire 
asylum.  Of  the  twenty-six  persons  discharged  recov- 
ered, eighteen  had  never  before  been  inmates  of  any 
hospital;  and,  of  the  remaining  eight  persons,  seven 
had  been  in  this  asylum.  These  eight  persons  had 
previously  made  twenty-nine  recoveries,  four  of  which 
were  at  other  hospitals. 

The  average  duration,  from  the  beginning  of 
attack,  of  all  cases  recovered  was  10.54  months, 
and  the  average  duration  of  their  hospital  residence 
was  8.86  months. 

The  percentage  of  recoveries  on  admissions  was 
30.48.  The  number  of  recoveries  was  larger  by  five 
than  in  any  year  since  1870.  Danvers  Hospital,  now 
being  full,  receives  fewer  than  formerly  of  the  acute 
cases  from  the  region  that  naturally  contributes  to 
this  asylum.  Thus  there  is  an  increase  of  such  cases 
here,  and  therefore  of  recoveries. 

Of  the  eight  deaths  during  the  year,  one  was  of  an 
elderly  person  who  had  been  many  years  in  the 
asylum.  Three  persons  died  of  general  paralysis,  one 
of  chronic  Bright's  disease,  and  three  were  inmates  of 
the  asylum  but  a  short  time  and  gave  no  promise  of 
recovery  on  admission. 

In  view  of  the  removal  to  a  new  asylum  within  a 
few  years,  it  is  with  reluctance  that  expenditures  are 
recommended  to  be  made  upon  the  buildings  now 
occupied.  But,  to  keep  them  in  a  condition  of  proper 
cleanliness  and  comfort,  certain  things  need  to  be 
done  in  the  way  of  repairing,  painting,  etc. ;  and  this 
work  has  been  carried  on  during  the  past  year.  In 
the  process  of  doing  this  necessary  work,  experiments 
can  be  made  with  comparatively  little  added  expense, 
in  alterations  of  construction,  as  of  windows  and  of 
arrangements  of  wards  and  rooms,  that  will  be  of 
value  in  preparation  for  perfecting  plans  of  new 
buildings. 
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In  last  year's  report,  a  description  was  given  of  the 
alterations  made  in  one  of  the  oldest  of  the  women's 
wards  on  the  lower  floor,  by  which  a  sunny  alcove 
was  added  at  its  dark  end,  with  a  broad  window  fitted 
with  large  panes  of  glass,  the  window  being  arranged 
to  open  widely  to  admit  the  summer  breezes,  and 
being  guarded  only  by  fine  wire  gauze,  such  as  is  com- 
monly used  in  private  dwellings.  Similar  alterations 
are  approaching  completion  in  the  two  wards  on  the 
second  and  third  floors  of  the  same  building-.  Each 
of  the  wards  is  also  bein^  divided  midwav  of  its  length 
into  two  smaller  ones  of  five  rooms  each  by  a  parti- 
tion with  wide  folding  doors  filled  with  colored  glass, 
and  thus  a  valuable  addition  is  being  made  to  the 
means  of  classifying  the  patients.  The  ventilation  of 
all  these  wards,  before  defective,  has  been  made  satis- 
factory by  the  introduction  of  an  ample  supply  of 
warmed  air  in  each  of  the  alcoves,  and  by  large  venti- 
lating flues  that  have  been  inexpensively  constructed 
in  the  corners  of  the  wards.  They  are  thus  .made  to 
fulfil  the  requirements  of  hospital  wards  for  the  proper 
treatment  of  the  sick,  while  they  are  rendered  more 
homelike  and  attractive  by  their  smaller  size  and  by 
bright  and  cheerful  decorations.  These  wards  are 
thus  also  made  to  conform  with  the  homelike  aspect 
characteristic  of  the  other  parts  of  the  asylum.  In 
various  places,  the  windows  are  being  improved  by  in- 
expensive alterations,  permitting  the  use  of  large 
panes  of  glass,  and  the  substitution  for  the  former 
guards  of  the  slight  protection,  necessary  when  the 
windows  are  widely  opened,  afforded  by  wire  netting, 
as  before  described.  The  appearance  of  the  chapel 
has  been  greatly  improved  by  such  a  change  of  the 
windows  and  the  use  of  some  colored  glass. 

A  covered  promenade,  about  seventy  feet  long  by 
eight  feet  wide,  recentlv  built  in  one  of  the  g'ardens, 
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already  proves  useful  in  permitting  the  more  insane 
female  patients  to  take  out-door  exercise  in  winter 
and  in  stormy  weather. 

These  things  are  being  done  for  the  purpose  of 
providing  good  conditions  for  active  hospital  work  in 
the  treatment  of  the  sick,  in  a  way  consistent  with 
proper  economy,  by  arrangements  of  construction  that 
at  the  same  time  shall  be  homelike  and  agreeable  to 
persons  ill  with  a  malady  that  requires  long  residence 
under  treatment.  A  most  important  principle  is  in- 
volved in  this,  in  regard  to  giving  due  prominence  to 
the  moral  treatment  of  the  insane  and  to  individualiz- 
ing the  cases. 

There  has,  of  late,  been  much  discussion  of  the 
question  of  the  curability  of  insanity ;  and  the  results 
of  the  treatment  of  the  insane  in  large  and  well-man- 
aged hospitals,  like  those  in  Massachusetts,  are  still 
disappointing  as  compared  with  results  reported  to  be 
gained  in  the  early  days  of  the  older  and  smaller  hos- 
pitals. A  reduction  from  To  per  cent,  to  20  per  cent, 
of  recoveries  is  perhaps  due  to  something  more  than 
the  errors  of  the  older  statistics.  It  is  probably  true 
that  the  majority  of  the  insane  can  be  best  and  most 
practicably  treated  away  from  their  homes  and  in  hos- 
pitals, and  these  are  not  yet  accomplishing  what  has 
been  hoped  of  them  in  curative  results.  Instead,  how- 
ever, of  treating  this  fact  in  terms  of  reproach,  it 
should  not  be  forgotten  that  mental  disease  involves 
the  disorder  of  an  organ  of  a  highly  complex  and  deli- 
cate structure,  and  comparisons  between  its  diseases 
and  those  of  other  organs  of  the  body  should  not  be 
drawn  'unfairly.  It  has  its  own  physiological  and 
pathological  laws ;  and,  at  the  best,  its  diseases  may 
have  to  be  regarded  as  largely  incurable.  The  fact 
that  the  insane  are  treated  mostly  in  hospitals  and 
become  burdens  upon    the  State  gives  them   promi- 
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suppose  that  tubercular  diseases  are  to  be  regarded 
as  infectious,  and  that  their  subjects  are  to  be  put 
into  hospitals.  What  public  alarm  would  be  aroused 
by  the  great  number  and  fatality  of  cases  of  this 
disease,  now  unrealized,  or  by  the  burden  of  the 
care  of  its  chronic  forms;  and  how  soon  would  it 
become  the  fashion  to  reproach  those  who  treat  it 
because  of  its  incurability? 

The  insane  must  be  cared  for  with  due  regard  to 
public  and  private  economy,  and  the  system  now 
common  to  all  civilized  countries  of  collecting  them 
in  large  hospitals  is  held  to  be  on  trial.  It  is,  at  all 
events,  imperative  that  no  possible  effort  should  be 
spared  to  get  curative  results  from  the  treatment  of 
the  insane.  Curability  certainly  diminishes  with  dura- 
tion of  mental  disease,  and  its  earliest  stages  should 
be  most  thoroughly  studied  and  treated.  The  smaller 
hospitals  are  endowed  with  greater  facilities  for  indi- 
vidualizing cases,  and  for  treatment ;  and,  therefore,  a 
great  responsibility  lies  with  them  for  making  the  best 
use  of  those  facilities.  They  should  encourage  the 
admission  of  acute  cases,  and  devote  their  best  ener- 
gies to  their  study  and  care.  It  seems  to  me  that 
in  such  hospitals,  where  the  means  and  the  opportu- 
nity are  liberally  given,  while  due  regard  is  to  be  had 
to  a  proper  conservatism,  it  is  a  special  duty  to  explore 
new  paths,  if  any  there  be,  beyond  the  beaten  ways  of 
procedure  in  the  management  of  the  insane.  To 
stand  still  is  to  fail,  when  progress  is  demanded  and  is 
possible;  for  even  negative  results  are  valuable.  It  is 
also  a  duty  to  report  experiments  for  the  later  tests  of 
criticism  and  experience,  and  hence  this  may  be  deemed 
a  fitting  time  and  place  for  putting  on  record  some  of 
the  results  of  the  study  of  the  problems  of  hospital 
management  in  this  asylum  during  the  past  three  years. 
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Developing  a  homelike  aspect  of  the  hospital, 
destroying  the  suggestion  of  insanity  as  differing 
from  other  disease,  individualizing  the  patients,  and 
perfecting  the  conditions  for  moral  treatment  are  of 
prime  importance.  The  truth  goes  further,  and  in- 
cludes the  essential  fact  that  we  are  treating  sick 
people,  and  are,  after  all,  dealing  with  a  hospital. 

One  of  the  first  considerations,  therefore,  was  the 
quality  of  the  nursing  of  the  sick.  The  aim  has  been 
to  introduce  the  best  methods  of  the  general  hospi- 
tals, by  promoting  the  growth  of  the  spirit  that 
prompts  devotion  to  the  sick;  requiring  constant 
personal  attention  to  them  as  individuals,  by  compan- 
ionship as  well  as  nursing ;  introducing  ward-maids 
to  perform  duties  that  distract  the  attention  of  nurses 
from  more  important  ones  ;  increasing  the  number  of 
nurses  on  duty  at  night,  so  that  most  of  the  patients 
can  have  the  doors  of  their  rooms  unlocked,  and  all 
noteworthy  events  can  be  observed  and  systematically 
reported ;  employing  experienced  night  supervisors 
to  see  that  all  medical  directions  are  properly  carried 
out,  and  that  everything  is  done  to  promote  the  com- 
fort and  cure  of  the  sick ;  in  short,  by  providing  a 
service  qualified  for  the  task  of  treating  a  houseful 
of  acute  cases.  This  is  the  beginning  of  what  it  is 
believed  can  be  accomplished  as  the  result  of  the 
recent  employment  of  a  superintendent  of  nurses, 
and  of  a  systematic  course  of  training  and  instruction 
which  is  to  be  adopted  for  them.  To  one  who  has 
employed  in  hospital  wards  intelligent  and  well- 
trained  nurses  who  have  an  interest  in  their  work  as 
a  profession,  their  value  in  the  companionship  as  well 
as  the  care  and  treatment  of  the  insane  needs  no 
commendation. 

In  the  direction  of  developing  the  hospital  element 
of  the  work,  the  employment  of   an   ample   medical 
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staff  has  given  increased  satisfaction  during  the  past 
year.  An  assistant  physician  for  each  service,  male 
and  female,  is  a  liberal  allowance  for  a  total  of  one 
hundred  and  seventy  patients ;  but,  in  an  asylum  of 
this  kind,  much  attention  must,  or  can  well  be, 
bestowed  upon  individuals.  The  continued  employ- 
ment of  a  house-pupil  for  each  service,  to  do  the 
work  of  clinical  clerks,  as  in  general  hospitals,  is  a 
valuable  addition  to  the  organization.  It  is  under- 
stood that  the  time  thus  gained  by  the  assistant  phy- 
sicians from  clerical  and  other  duty  shall  be  employed 
in  professional  work.  And,  to  facilitate  this,  a  room 
has  been  fitted  up  for  a  laboratory  and  the  use  of  the 
microscope ;  and  a  systematic  course  of  study,  begun 
a  year  ago,  is  now  going  on  under  the  direction  of 
Dr.  Gannett,  of  Boston,  who  is  also  employed  as  the 
pathologist  of  the  asylum. 

A  consideration  of  'the  moral  treatment  of  insanity 
of  course  leads  over  ground  that  is  not  new,  but  it 
may  be  permitted  to  restate  a  few  propositions.  It  is 
important,  at  the  outset,  to  establish  the  principle 
which  shall  serve  as  a  basis  for  the  moral  treatment 
of  the  insane  person  as  an  individual.  The  underly- 
ing principle  in  the  whole  matter  is  that  the  patient 
should  be  treated  as  a  reasoning  being.  In  other 
words,  from  the  moment  he  enters  the  hospital,  it 
should  be  assumed  that  he  will  understand  more  or 
less  correctly  all  that  is  said  or  done  to  him.  There- 
fore, he  should  be  treated  as  if  he  were  expected  to 
act  rationally,  and  led  to  see  that,  after  his  failure 
to  do  what  is  expected  of  him,  he  brings  upon  himself 
friendly  advice,  criticism,  reproof,  and,  if  need  be, 
restriction.  On  the  part  of  others,  while  the  attitude 
toward  him  of  physicians  and  nurses  should  be  as 
toward  a  rational  man,  the  fact  of  his  illness  and 
mental  obscuration  should  be  kept  in  view;  and  the 
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conditions  of  his  daily  life  should  be  made  easy  by 
conforming  them  as  nearly  as  possible  to  those  of  his 
ordinary  experience.  His  clouded  and  perverted 
understanding  should  be  given  as  few  unaccustomed 
problems  for  comprehension  as  possible  in  his  new 
mode  of  life  in  the  hospital. 

The  physiological  basis  of  all  moral  treatment  of 
the  insane  is  the  fact  that  the  normal  functions  of  the 
cerebral  organ  may  be  only  temporarily  disturbed  or 
only  partially  impaired,  whether  by  temporary  dis- 
order or  pathological  change,  and  the  consequent 
fact  that  in  most  cases  some  degree  of  normal  func- 
tion remains.  This  principle  cannot  be  better  stated 
than  by  Dr.  Gairdner,  in  his  presidential  address  to 
the  British  Medico-Psychological  Association  last 
August.  Speaking  of  the  improved  treatment  of 
the  insane,  begun  in  the  time  of  Pinel  and  Tuke,  he 
says  it  has  gradually  come  to  be  regarded  as  the 
truth  that  "  the  unsound  mind,  like  the  unsound  body, 
can  only  be  regarded  as  an  instance  of  disordered 
function;  and  that,  however  great  the  disorder,  the 
functions  are  still  there,  and  may  be  roused  into  more 
or  less  healthy  activity  by  exactly  the  same  physiolog- 
ical stimuli  as  are  available  in  the  state  of  health  " 
He  would  name  as  the  most  important  gain  of  mod- 
ern physiology  and  pathology  for  the  healing  art,  the 
modern  conception  or  theory  of  disease, —  that  "dis- 
ease is,  for  the  most  part,  normal  function  acting 
under  abnormal  conditions."  He  argues,  therefore, 
that  the  insane  mind  is  not  aliena  mens,  but  has  like 
passions  and  emotions  with  the  sound  mind ;  and 
that  the  sound  elements  still  remaining  must  be 
carefully  respected,  strengthened,  and  built  up  again, 
if  possible.  • 

All  moral  treatment,  then,  should  be  addressed  to 
the    purpose    of    calling    into    normal     exercise    the 
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rational  part  of  the  disordered  mind.  The  patient 
should  be  assumed  to  be  capable  of  some  degree  of 
understanding  of  the  fact  that  he  is  ill;  and  all  the 
conduct  of  others  toward  him  should  frankly  and 
consistently  declare  this,  before  as  well  as  after  his 
entering  the  hospital.  The  fact  should  be  made  as 
plain  as  possible  to  him  that  his  commitment  by  the 
court  is  according  to  law,  and  based  upon  medical 
opinion  outside  of  the  hospital.  There  are  few 
patients  who  cannot  be  beneficially  impressed  in  this 
wav,  however  much  thev  mar  contest  the  correctness 
of  the  judgment  upon  them. 

Once  within  the  hospital,  the  conduct  of  physicians 
and  nurses  toward  the  patient  should  show  that  he  is 
regarded  as  simply  ill,  and  as  having  no  reason  for 
being  ashamed  of  his  illness.  Therefore,  he  should 
always  be  called  a  "patient,"  and  not  a  "boarder," 
as  is  the  custom  in  some  hospitals,  and  has  been  in 
this  one  from  its  earliest  days.  This  latter  term 
implies  an  evasion  of  the  fact  of  illness,  as  if  it  were 
a  disgrace,  and  by  a  euphemism  fosters  the  very  feel- 
ing of  which  we  are  trying  to  disabuse  the  patient. 
Dr.  Kirkbride  has  pointed  out  the  same  effect  as  in- 
herent in  the  use  of  the  word  "asylum" for  "hospital." 

For  the  same  reason,  the  word  "attendant"  is  un- 
fortunate, although  it  is  so  much  better  than  the  older 
term,  "  keeper."  It  would  be  only  the  truth  to  call  them 
"nurses."  While  everything  should  be  done  to  make 
the  place  homelike  and  cheerful,  with  pleasant  parlors, 
books,  pictures,  music,  diversion,  and  occupation 
suited  to  the  individual,  the  idea  of  the  hospital  is  in 
it  all,  and  no  attempt  should  be  made  to  ignore  it. 
It  should  appear  rather  that  active  attention  is  being 
given  to  the  business  of  curing  the  sick.  "Attend- 
ants "  may  attend  the  infirm  and  incurable  ;  but 
"nurses"    attend    the    sick,    and     the     experience   of 
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recovery  from  illness  is  so  common  that  the  very  idea 
of  the  presence  of  a  nurse  logically  carries  with  it  the 
other  idea,  that  something  is  being  done  to  promote 
recovery,  and  that  itself  inspires  hope  and  is  cura- 
tive. The  key-note  of  all  that  is  addressed  to  the 
patient  on  this  subject  should  be,  "  You  are  ill,  you 
may  get  well." 

In  practically  working  out  the  general  principle 
that  has  been  stated,  it  is  believed  that  successful 
results  have  also  been  gained  in  two  other  experi- 
ments during  the  past  three  years. 

One  of  these  is  the  employment  of  female  nurses 
in  men's  wards,  as  described  in  my  report  of  last  year. 
For  the  majority  of  insane  men,  this- is  practicable; 
and  every  day's  experience  with  it  teaches  me  to 
prize  more  highly  its  value.  To  put  a  man  accus- 
tomed to  the  comforts,  or  even  if  no  more  than  to  the 
habits,  of  domestic  life,  into  a  restricted  association 
with  men,  would  be  to  him  an  experience  of  which  he 
probably  has  had  no  previous  conception.  Such  a 
way  of  living  would  be  unnatural  and  unattractive  to 
most  men,  and  to  the  sick  man,  whose  mind  is  already 
disturbed,  a  cause  of  added  discomfort.  In  such  an 
association  of  men  alone,  the  inevitable  tendency  is 
to  degenerate  in  manner  of  speech  and  conduct;  and 
this  is  true  both  of  the  patients,  and,  what  is  very 
important,  of  the  men  nurses  also.  There  is  some- 
thing lacking  after  all  efforts  to  make  the  wards 
homelike  and  agreeable. 

The  presence  of  female  nurses  in  most  of  the 
wards,  and  of  young  women  as  ward-maids,  is  as 
easily  managed  as  in  the  wards  of  a  general  hospital. 
Although  some  of  the  conditions  differ,  there  is 
much  to  prove  the  practicability  of  this  in  ordinary 
hospitals,  in  the  successful  management  of  all  the 
men's   wards   of   the   Mount   Hope   Retreat  at   Balti- 
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more,  by  the  Sisters  of  Charity.  The  insane  man 
coming  into  such  a  ward  is  restrained  and  softened, 
and  practises  instinctively  a  degree  of  self-control 
that  he  would  not  have  thought  of  trying  to  exer- 
cise in  the  presence  of  men  alone.  His  first  im- 
pressions upon  entering  the  asylum  are  far  more 
agreeable  than  in  the  former  case,  and  continue  so. 
The  special  qualifications  of  women  for  the  care  of 
the  wards  and  the  sick  are  of  great  value,  and  the 
moral  and  curative  influence  of  their  habitual  pres- 
ence in  our  wards  for  men  is  positive,  and  would  not 
be  willingly  given  up.  The  good  results  that  have 
followed  this  practice  flow  directly  from  its  influence 
in  stimulating  the  exercise  of  the  remaining  sound 
elements  of  the  mind,  and  of  healthy  and  decent 
habits  of  thought  and  conduct. 

The  other  experiment,  which  is  believed  to  have 
given  some  special  and  good  results,  is  in  regard  to 
the  freedom  of  communication  between  patients  and 
their  relatives  or  friends,  by  visiting  or  correspond- 
ence. It  is  now  two  and  a  half  years  since  my 
former  liberal  practice  grew  into  the  adoption  of  the 
present  rule  for  the  following  reasons.  Few  of  the 
insane  have  their  understandings  so  confused  and 
clouded  as  not  to  leave  enough  of  normal  mental 
function  to  conceive  of  the  reasonableness  of  remov- 
ing a  sick  person  to  a  hospital.  There  is  often,  on 
the  part  of  persons  so  removed,  a  consciousness  of 
the  propriety  of  this  action,  even  in  those  who  will 
not  confess  it.  Even  in  cases  of  maniacal  excitement 
and  melancholia  with  stupor,  we  may  rely  upon  being 
able  to  instil  into  the  mind  some  degree  of  conscious- 
ness of  the  true  nature  of  the  act  of  removal  to  a 
hospital.  When,  however,  we  come  to  abruptly  sepa- 
rate the  insane  person  from  all  communication  with 
relatives    and    friends,    we    institute    a    condition    of 
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things  which  is  the  more  difficult  to  understand  as 
the  patient  is  more  insane.  The  patient  probably 
knows  the  usual  fact,  that  the  distance  is  not  great 
from  home  and  friends.  Enforced  separation  and  in- 
terdiction of  communication  beget  suspicion  of  those 
friends,  if  it  has  not  been  entertained  before,  or  of 
the  physicians  of  the  hospital.  It  is  of  the  first 
importance  not  to  increase  or  arouse  this  suspicion, 
and  to  convince  the  patient  of  the  desire  to  treat  him 
with  generous  fairness  and  indulgence.  Therefore, 
the  rule  is  that,  from  the  outset,  the  relatives  or 
friends  shall  be  allowed  to  visit  the  patient.  Care 
is  taken  to  have  it  understood  by  all  concerned  that 
the  physician  will  see  no  objection  to  such  visiting 
until  the  patient  shall  give  cause  for  it. 

This  is  the  rule ;  but,  like  all  rules,  it  has  its  excep- 
tions. The  patient  who  has  an  antipathy  and  delusion 
regarding  relatives  might  not  be  allowed  to  receive 
visits  for  some  time  after  the  first  one,  or  even  the 
first  might  be  denied;  but  it  is  remarkable  how  few 
patients  there  are  who  require  this  restriction.  In 
this  asylum,  of  one  hundred  and  sixty-seven  patients 
present,  there  are  only  three  who  do  not  receive  visits 
from  relatives  quite  regularly.  One  man  with  chronic 
mania  refuses  to  see  them  because  of  a  violent  antipa- 
thy; and  the  relatives  of  two  other  men  with  mania 
have  to  refrain  from  visiting  on  their  own  account, 
but  visits  are  made  by  friends.  It  has  been  observed 
that,  if  excitement  attends  the  first  visit,  which  should 
be  made  early,  it  is  as  a  rule  no  greater  than  attended 
contact  with  friends  at  the  home  recently  left ;  and, 
in  fact,  this  visit  is  regarded  as  a  necessary  part  of  the 
process  of  accommodating  the  patient  to  the  new  sit- 
uation, and  aids  it.  The  first  visits  often  have  a 
remarkable  effect  in  disarming  the  patient  of  fast- 
forming  suspicions  as  to  the  purposes  of  friends,  and 
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help  to  inspire  him  with  a  salutary  confidence,  which 
aids  in  leading  him  to  accept  sooner  the  role  of  an 
invalid.  The  friends,  and  this  term  is  used  to  include 
relatives,  learn  by  these  visits  to  render  valuable  aid 
in  the  management  of  the  case,  and  most  readilv  ac- 
cede  to  the  proposition  that  they  should  refrain  from 
visiting,  if  it  has  proved  not  to  be  good  for  the  patient. 

This  practice  stands  the  test  of  the  continuance  of 
the  visits,  even  though,  as  is  sometimes  the  case,  the 
first  ones  are  attended  with  some  degree  of  excite- 
ment. The  visits  are  almost  invariably  desired  by 
the  patient,  who  soon  comes  to  understand,  if  need 
be,  that  they  are  allowed  or  denied  according  to  his 
conduct,  and  thus  a  means  is  given  for  stimulating 
self-control.  Sometimes,  the  desire  to  see  friends  can 
be  aroused  when  it  has  been  absent ;  and  a  curative 
result  is  gained  by  the  exercise  of  a  normal  function 
of  the  mind  in  the  gratification  of  the  desire. 

In  other  exceptional  cases,  as  of  acute  mania,  or 
others  with  mental  confusion  or  stupor,  the  seeing 
of  friends  may  seem  to  give  negative  results,  and 
little  notice  may  be  taken  of  the  visitors ;  but,  in 
these  conditions,  it  is  well  known  that  impressions 
may  still  go  in  upon  the  obscured  perceptions,  when 
no  outward  sign  is  given,  and  are  remembered. 

As  far  as  moral  treatment  goes,  in  these  cases  of 
mental  confusion  as  well  as  in  others,  efforts  calcu- 
lated to  arouse  into  activity  the  normal  elements  of 
the  mind  are  often  of  inestimable  value,  though  no 
evidence  of  the  good  impressions  thus  made  appears 
till  long  afterward.  What  more  potent  means  of 
arousing  healthy  mental  action  than  is  found  in  the 
exercise  of  the  natural  affections  and  emotions,  and 
the  consciousness  of  the  occasional  presence  of 
friends  whom  the  patient  has  been  accustomed  to 
love  and  trust  ? 
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The  fact  that  patients  who  have  been  studiously 
separated  from  friends  for  a  long  time  may  have  had 
relapses  from  convalescence  almost  established,  fol- 
lowing wearily  longed-for  visits  from  relatives,  is  not 
a  conclusive  argument  to  prove  that  the  visits  were 
made  too  soon.  It  is  a  fair  question  whether  the 
excess  of  emotion,  naturally  aroused  by  a  meeting 
after  long  separation,  may  not  produce  in  such  cases 
a  disaster  which  might  be  averted  under  the  opposite 
plan  of  training  the  patient  from  the  outset  to  receive 
calmly  the  visits,  by  the  deprivation  of  which  he  has 
not  been  allowed  to  become  distressed. 

Another  important  consideration  is  that,  when  the 
relatives  also  are  wearied  by  long  separation,  they  are 
apt  to  remove  too  soon  a  half-convalescent  patient,  at 
first  sight  of  the  improved  condition,  whereas  by  the 
other  plan  they  act  more  understandingly  and  with 
calmer  judgment.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  it  rarely 
happens  under  this  practice  that  too  early  removal 
of  convalescents  is  urged. 

In  regard  to  correspondence,  the  rule  is  also  a 
most  liberal  one,  as  far  as  the  asylum  is  concerned. 
The  patient  and  friends  are  carefully  informed  at  the 
outset  that  no  writings  of  the  former,  sealed  or  un- 
sealed, will  be  intercepted  by  the  asylum  authorities, 
who  prefer  to  be  relieved  of  that  responsibility.  The 
patient  is  told  that  whatever  he  writes  will  be  sent  to 
the  persons  who  are  to  be  regarded  as  the  natural  or 
legal  guardians,  or  to  other  proper  persons  agreed 
upon.  Most  patients  readily  join  in  this  compact,  if 
made  at  the  outset;  and  the  attitude  thus  taken  by 
the  Superintendent  increases  greatly  his  influence 
over  the  patient  in  advising  or  checking  him  in 
regard  to  writing.  It  often  happens  that  what  one  is 
free  to  do  he  does  not  care  to  do,  or,  if  he  becomes 
dissatisfied  sometimes  with  the  action  of    friends  in 
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arresting  letters, —  as  of  course  must  be  done  for  the 
protection  of  the  patient  from  consequences  he  would 
afterward  regret, —  there  is,  as  a  rule,  a  good  reason  to 
be  given.  At  all  events,  it  is  found  that  dissatisfac- 
tion is  reduced  to  a  minimum ;  and  it  is  made  clear 
that  there  is  no  reason  known,  as  far  as  the  asylum 
is  concerned,  why  all  letters  should  not  freely  go 
from  it.  It  is  easy  to  gain  through  friends  the  valu- 
able information  concerning  the  state  of  the  patient's 
mind  afforded  by  his  letters ;  and  the  friends,  being- 
taken  into  the  management  of  the  case  throughout, 
have  a  better  understanding  of  their  duty  to  the 
patient  when  his  home  relations  are  resumed. 

One  more  important  point  is  that  every  well- 
behaved  visitor,  if  it  is  desired,  is  allowed  to  go  to 
the  room  of  any  patient  it  is  proper  for  him  to  visit, 
with  due  regard  to  the  comfort  of  others.  The 
nurses  are  trained  to  expect  this  at  any  time,  and  it 
is  demonstrated  to  all  concerned  that  there  are  no 
dark  places  in  the  asylum  to  be  concealed. 

In  thus  setting  forth  the  working  of  what  is,  theo- 
retically and  virtually,  a  removal  of  restrictions  that 
have  been  regarded  as  peculiar  to  hospitals  for  the 
insane,  the  aim  is  to  show  that  this  is  justifiable  as 
the  logical  sequence  of  the  carrying  out  of  the  prin- 
ciples recited  in  the  beginning  of  this  discussion. 
As  a  practical  demonstration  of  the  results  of  the 
effort  being  made  to  put  this  asylum  on  the  basis  of 
a  general  hospital,  particularly  as  to  its  being  an 
open  and  accessible  institution,  it  is  shown  by  this 
report  that  the  twenty-six  recoveries  of  the  last  year 
were  possible  under  the  liberal  rule  which  permitted, 
from  the  beginning  of  the  treatment  of  these  cases 
including  various  types  of  acute  mania,  melancholia, 
etc.,  regular  communication  with  relatives  and  friends, 
guarded  by  a  careful  study  of  its  effects  and  its  occa- 
sional limitation. 
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It  was  '  the  influence  of  the  growth  of  the  prin- 
ciples cited  that  wrought  the  improvement  in  asylum 
management  from  the  days  of  Pinel  and  Tuke  to  the 
present  time.  It  is  not  so  many  years  since  it  was 
believed  that  there  was  a  special  curative  influence  in 
entire  separation  of  the  majority  of  the  insane  from 
friends  for  long  periods,  and  in  their  strict  seclusion 
in  asylums.  Not  only  was  rest  in  bed  enforced  by 
mechanical  restraint  to  prevent  exhaustion  in  mani- 
acal cases,  but  many  appliances  were  employed  to 
keep  quiet  the  restless  sufferers  from  nervous  irrita- 
bility. It  has  gradually  come  to  pass  that,  at  the 
present  time,  large  freedom  is  accorded  to  the  insane ; 
and  the  former  practice  of  seclusion  from  friends  and 
interdiction  of  communication  is  greatly  modified,  and 
in  some  instances  reduced  to  small  proportions.  The 
practice  is  not  uniform  in  this  regard,  however;  and 
there  is  reason  to  believe  that  the  views  held  by 
many  alienists  are  but  a  modification  of  the  former 
ones  as  to  the  curative  effect  of  strict  seclusion  in 
hospitals,  although  some  have  gone  so  far  in  this 
direction  as  to  practically  abandon  it. 

The  truth  lies  somewhere  between  the  older  view 
and  a  modern  one,  in  regard  to  the  treatment  of  the 
insane  at  their  homes.  It  is  believed  that  the  line 
may  be  drawn  at  the  point  of  the  removal  of  the 
patient  to  hospital  and  his  separation  from  home 
and  the  former  "moral  and  physical  surroundings," 
and  that,  beyond  this  point,  the  accepted  rule  of  prac- 
tice should  be  that  liberal  communication  with  friends 
is  to  be  used  as  a  therapeutic  means. 

Some  evidence  of  a  negative  character  is  available 
in  support  of  this  proposition.  It  appears  not  only 
that  the  growing  liberality  of  modern  times  in  this 
regard  is  doing  no  harm  to  the  insane,  but  that  there 
is  some  special    evidence  to  show  that  in  the  treat-

ment  of  melancholia,  which  includes  so  lar^e  a  class 
of  cases,  the  methodical  employment  of  seclusion  and 
rest  outside  of  hospitals  for  the  insane  has  actually 
failed  to  be  of  benefit.  While  the  older  views  of 
seclusion  and  rest  have  been  undergoing  modifica- 
tion leading  to  practical  abandonment  by  some  of 
those  who  have  treated  the  insane,  one  of  the  most 
important  contributions  to  the  healing  art  in  modern 
times  is  that  made  by  Dr.  Weir  Mitchell  in  the  well- 
known  doctrine  of  "  Rest  Treatment "  by  means  of 
''  seclusion,  rest,  massage,  electricity,  and  overfeed- 
ing," so  successfully  employed  in  the  treatment  of 
nervous  exhaustion. 

If,  then,  "seclusion"  and  "rest"  are  of  such  essen- 
tial value  in  the  treatment  of  nervous  exhaustion 
in  persons  not  insane,  why  are  they  not  also  of  value 
in  insanity,  which  often  is  simply  a  greater  degree 
of  the  same  disorder  of  the  nervous  system  ?  The 
answer  is,  possibly,  that,  in  the  former  case,  the  func- 
tions of  the  reasoning  faculties  are  so  nearly  in  a 
normal  state  as  to  permit  "  seclusion  "  to  be  regarded 
and  accepted  by  the  patient  as  a  reasonable  necessity, 
and  the  path  upward  toward  health  is  from  a  point 
where  the  mind  is  not  controlled  by  delusions  or 
given  up  to  despair.  After  the  mental  functions  are 
unbalanced,  we  have  to  deal  with  a  new  set  of  condi- 
tions ;  and  our  efforts  must  be  more  largely  addressed 
to  the  moral  treatment  of  the  disordered  and  weak- 
ened mind. 

In  experiments  with  the  rest  treatment  here, 
during  the  past  three  years,  it  has  been  found  neces- 
sary to  modify  it.  Cases  of  mental  depression  are 
apt  to  have  this  increased  by  rest  in  bed ;  and,  to 
those  in  which  melancholia  is  accompanied  by  a  state 
of  nervous  irritability  and  constant  uneasiness  or 
anguish,   enforced    rest  is  intolerable,  and  positive)  v 
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harmful.  While  rest  is  useful  in  some  conditions  of 
melancholia  and  other  cases,  and  benefit  has  been 
derived  from  massage,  by  producing  tissue  waste  and 
improving  nutrition,  and  from  the  other  means  of 
treatment,  "  seclusion  "  has  been  almost  entirely  aban- 
doned, as  not  useful  and  as  depriving  the  patient  of 
what  is  beneficial.  Interesting  and  valuable  evi- 
dence on  this  point  is  generously  afforded  me  by  Dr. 
Mitchell,  who  has  given  me  permission  to  quote  from 
a  recent  letter  some  statements  which  he  has  never 
published.  He  says  that  in  the  treatment  of  "  not  a 
small  number  of  cases  of  melancholia,  with  bad 
nutritive  break-down,  -in  which  I  attempted  to  relieve 
by  rest,  etc.,  I  made  some  successes,  but  more  fail- 
ures,—  made  in  fact  so  many,  that  I  gave  up  at  last 
the  effort  to  treat  in  this  way  distinct  cases  of  melan- 
choly." "  I  may  use  massage  or  electricity  in  melan- 
choly, but  I  do  not  seclude  or  rest  these  cases." 

The  rest  treatment  has  been  for  some  years  exten- 
sively and  most  successfully  employed  by  Dr.  W.  S. 
Playfair,  in  England.  He  says  in  the  London  Lancet, 
December,  1881,  of  the  cases  that  are  likely  to  lead 
to  disappointment,  that  one  class  is  of  those  in  which 
there  is  some  definite  mental  disease,  and,  after  a 
short  trial  in  melancholia,  he  felt  bound  to  relinquish 
the  treatment. 

What  is  true  of  "  seclusion "  in  the  treatment  of 
melancholia  has  also  been  observed  here  to  be  true 
of  other  forms  of  insanity,  and  concurrent  testimony 
is  not  lacking  from  those  who  treat  the  insane  in 
hospitals. 

While  there  is  unquestionably  a  growing  liberality 
in  the  matter  of  freedom  of  communication  with  the 
insane  in  hospitals,  it  is  to  be  recognized  that  more 
will  be  accomplished  in  this  direction  by  acting  upon 
a  correct  theory  and  with  a  clear  purpose.     Instead 
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of  a  modification  of  the  old  rule,  its  reversal  is  advo- 
cated, and  the  making  of  limitations  of  communica- 
tion the  exception  to  the  rule. 

The  point  now  desired  to  be  made  is  that  there  is 
a  scientific  reason  for  putting  the  insane  sick  person 
upon  the  same  basis,  both  as  to  medical  and  moral 
treatment,  as  the  general  hospital  patient;  and,  in 
regarding  him  simply  as  the  subject  of  a  disease  in 
which  normal  function  is  acting  under  abnormal 
conditions,  it  is  therefore  good  practice  to  unhesita- 
tingly foster,  encourage,  and,  if  need  be,  stimulate 
the  exercise  of  all  normal  mental  functions,  beinQ- 
guided  by  symptoms  as  they  appear  as  to  all  modi- 
fications of  the  general  principle  in  regard  to  change 
of  residence,  restriction  of  liberty  and  seclusion,  as 
well  as  medical  treatment  proper. 

The  appointment  of  a  Superintendent  of  Nurses 
has  already  been  mentioned.  Miss  Mary  F.  Palmer, 
who  was  appointed  to  that  office  in  November,  had 
been  twelve  years  at  the  Vermont  Asylum  as  at- 
tendant and  matron,  and  is  a  graduate  of  the  Mas- 
sachusetts General  Hospital  Training  School  for 
Nurses. 

A  good  beginning  has  been  made  in  collecting 
a  library  upon  the  special  subject  of  nervous  and 
mental  diseases.  Contributions  of  any  works,  though 
not  recently  published,  on  this  subject, —  books,  pam- 
phlets, or  journals, —  would  be  gratefully  received. 

The  usual  attention  has  been  given  to  the  means 
of  occupying  the  patients  and  for  their  recreation 
and  entertainment.  There  have  been  the  customary 
concerts,  exhibitions,  dancing  parties,  daily  drives, 
and  visits  to  places  of  amusement,  concerts,  etc.,  in 
Boston.  A  rowing  machine,  several  sets  of  chest 
weights,  etc.,  put  into  the  building  used  by  the  gen- 
tlemen for  billiards  and  bowling,  have  been  diligently 
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used  and  with  benefit  by  some  who  have  taken  inter- 
est in  this  form  of  exercise. 

The  continued   interest  in  the  asylum  manifested 
by  its  friends,  is  gratefully  appreciated.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES 


MASSACHUSETTS    GENERAL   HOSPITAL 


For  the  Year  1883. 


The  Committee  of  the  Trustees  appointed  to  pre- 
pare the  annual  report  of  the  Board  to  the  Corpora- 
tion, to  whom  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  and  the 
reports  of  the  other  officials  have  been  referred,  respect- 
fully submit  the 

Seventieth  Annual   Report. 

To  those  who  are  accustomed  to  read  each  annual 
report  of  this  and  other  similar  institutions,  there  is 
little  to  be  said  that  is  novel  in  reference  to  their 
daily  routine  work.  The  tables  prepared  by  Dr. 
Cowles  and  Dr.  Whittemore,  and  presented  herewith, 
will  best  explain  and  illustrate  the  work  that  is  being 
done  in  the  Hospital,  the  Asylum,  and  the  Convales- 
cent Home.  We  shall  only  allude  to  a  few  promi- 
nent features  in  their  past  year's  history,  and  note 
some  changes  and  improvements  which  have  been 
made. 

We  desire  to  express  our  general  satisfaction  with 
the  results,  while  we  feel  also  compelled  to  call  atten- 
tion to  what  is  still  needed  to  make  these  Institutions 
what  they  should  be. 


The  average  number  of  patients  in  the  Hospital 
during  the  past  year  was  172.  In  the  previous  year, 
the  average  number  was  168. 

In  the  Asylum,  the  average  number  of  patients  the 
past  year  was  164.  In  the  previous  year,  the  average 
number  was  156. 

The  Treasurer's  account  shows  that  the  excess  of 
expense  over  income  of  the  three  establishments  — 
namely,  the  Hospital,  the  Asylum,  and  the  Convales- 
cents' Home  —  has  been  $10,085.46,  which  has  been 
charged  to  the  General  Fund;  but,  as  the  average 
deficiency  for  the  past  three  years  has  been  $29,860.72 
annually,  the  result  this  year  must  be  deemed  highly 
satisfactory. 

The  legacies  and  donations  received  the  past  year 
have  been  large,  and  the  Trustees  gratefully  acknowl- 
edge the  receipt  of  the  following  :  —

The  annual  subscriptions  for  free  beds  have  amounted 
to  $10,600. 

During  the  past  year,  important  changes  have  oc- 
curred in  the  Corporation  and  in  the  Board  of  Trustees 
as  well  as  in  the  Board  of  Visiting  Physicians.  We, 
in  common  with  many  other  charitable  organizations, 
have  to  lament  the  death  of  Nathaniel  Thayer,  Esq., 
who  had  been  Vice-President  of  the  Corporation  for 
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the  past  fourteen  years.  His  last  bequest  to  the  Hos- 
pital for  free  beds  has  already  been  noted. 

Early  in  the  year,  the  new  building  for  the  Nurses 
of  the  Hospital  was  occupied.  It  had  been  named  the 
"  Thayer  Building,"  previous  to  Mr.  Thayer's  death,  in 
recognition  of  his  valuable  services  and  generous  dona- 
tions. At  our  request,  a  portrait  of  Mr.  Thayer  has 
been  given  to  the  Hospital  by  Mrs.  Thayer,  which  has 
been  hung  in  the  Thayer  Building. 

We  have  also  to  lament  the  death  of  Dr.  Calvin 
Ellis  of  the  Board  of  Visiting  Physicians,  who  had  for 
nineteen  years  been  a  most  faithful  and  efficient  mem- 
ber of  that  body. 

A  valuable  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  Mr. 
Thornton  K.  Lothrop,  resigned  in  the  month  of  April, 
having  been  a  member  of  the  Board  for  five  years. 

Dr.  Benjamin  S.  Shaw  has  recently  resigned  as 
Visiting  Physician,  after  a  connection  with  the  Hospital, 
in  different  capacities,  of  twenty-five  years,  in  reference 
to  which  the  Trustees  passed  the  following  vote  : 
"  That  the  Secretary  be  requested  to  express  to  Dr. 
Shaw  the  high  appreciation  in  which  his  long  services 
have  been  held  by  the  Trustees,  and  their  regret  that 
his  connection  with  the  Institution  must  be  termi- 
nated." 

We  regret  to  announce  also  that  Mr.  David  R. 
Whitney,  who  has  been  the  efficient  Treasurer  of  the 
Corporation  for  the  past  three  years  (except  during  a 
temporary  absence  in  Europe),  has  resigned.  During 
Mr.  Whitney's  absence,  Mr.  Edmund  Dwight  kindly 
consented  to  take  the  office  of  Treasurer. 

During  the  year,  the  "  George  H.  Gay  Ward  "  for 
the  Out-Patient  Department  has  been  erected.  This 
building  for  the  relief  of  suffering  humanity  was  the 
gift  of  a  benevolent  gentleman,  whose  name  is  with- 
held at  his  own   request,  in  memory  of  his  deceased 
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friend,  Dr.  Gay.  It  is  justly  regarded  as  being  a  model 
building  for  the  purposes  for  which  it  is  designed. 

The  Dental  Department  has  been  removed  to  the 
building  formerly  occupied  by  the  Harvard  Medical 
School,  where  it  will  find  much  more  capacious  and 
desirable  quarters  than  it  was  possible  to  provide  in 
the  Hospital  Buildings  ;  but  its  connection  with  the 
Hospital  remains  the  same  as  before. 

During  the  past  year,  we  have  sold  to  the  city  of 
Boston,  for  the  sum  of  $62,000,  the  Dock,  Wharf,  and 
Flats  on  Charles  Street  for  the  purposes  of  a  Public 
Park. 

We  desire  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  our  Con- 
valescent Home  at  Belmont  is  designed  not  only  for 
Convalescents  from  our  own,  but  also  from  other  hos- 
pitals, private  families,  boarding-houses,  etc.  We  de- 
sire to  have  it  availed  of  to  its  fullest  capacity. 

It  is  now  ten  years  since  the  Training  School  for 
Nurses  was  organized,  and  it  seems  proper  that  the 
Trustees  should  express  to  the  officers  of  the  school, 
more  fully  than  has  heretofore  been  done,  their  high 
appreciation  of  the  services  rendered  the  Hospital. 

The  Hospital  has,  from  the  beginning,  had  the  ad- 
vantage of  many  excellent  and  skilful  nurses ;  but, 
since  the  nursing  has  been  wholly  in  the  charge  of 
the  Training  School,  there  is  no  doubt  that  the 
average  quality  of  the  service  has  been  higher  than 
ever  before. 

This  Institution  began  in  1873  with  six  pupils,  who 
were  allowed  to  take  charge  of  two  wards  as  an  ex- 
periment. It  increased  steadily  till  1877,  when  the 
nursing  of  the  whole  Hospital  was  placed  in  its  charge. 
At  the  present  time,  the  Training  School  consists  of 
forty-two  pupils,  twelve  head  nurses,  a  night  Superin- 
tendent, and  the  Superintendent  of  the  whole  school, — 
all  these  being  under  the  supervision  of  a  Board  of 


Directors,  several  of  whom  are  physicians  connected 
with  the  Hospital. 

The  general  management  of  the  health,  discipline, 
and  education  of  the  nurses  rests  with  this  Board, 
though  the  school  is  in  fact  a  part  of  the  active  staff 
of  the  Hospital,  and  acts  under  the  direction  of  the 
Resident  Physician.  As  a  result  of  this  organization, 
the  character  of  the  nursing  in  the  Hospital  has 
materially  improved ;  and  the  public  has  benefited  by 
the  yearly  graduation  of  fifteen  or  twenty  well-trained 
nurses. 

A  somewhat  similar  system  of  training  female 
nurses  for  their  work  has  been  introduced  at  the 
Asylum,  and  we  look  for  like  beneficial  results  there. 

We  desire  to  express  to  the  Ladies'  Visiting  Com- 
mittee of  the  Hospital  the  thanks  of  the  Trustees  for 
their  constant  and  careful  attention. 

We  have  in  several  former  reports  called  attention 
to  the  favorable  results  to  both  children  and  adults 
arising  from  their  being  occupants  of  the  same  wards 
in  the  Hospital,  and  we  hope  in  future,  even  more  than 
in  the  past,  that  sick  children  will  be  sent  to  the  Hos- 
pital to  be  cared  for  in  connection  with  adults. 

We  note  with  satisfaction  that  about  one-third  of 
the  patients  admitted  to  the  Asylum  the  past  year 
have  been  voluntary,  and  that  beneficial  results  to  the 
patients  have  followed  the  adoption  of  the  plan  of 
allowing:  them  to  make  short  visits  to  their  homes  and 
families. 

We  tried  the  experiment  the  past  year  of  a  cottage 
on  the  sea-shore  at  Lynn  for  some  of  the  patients 
from  the  McLean  Asylum  during  the  summer  months, 
and  the  results  were  so  satisfactory  that  it  will  be  re- 
peated the  coming  summer  on  a  somewhat  larger  scale. 

We  note  also  that  the  employment  of  female  nurses 


in  the  men's  wards  of  the  Asylum  works  satisfactorily 
and  with  beneficial  results  to  the  patients. 

In  our  last  report,  we  said :  "  Your  Trustees  cannot 
express  too  strongly  the  hope  that  they  will  soon  be 
able  to  move  the  Asylum  from  Somerville  to  Belmont. 
This  they  consider  their  most  pressing  need,  and  it  is 
to  be  hoped  that  this  object  will  be  especially  borne 
in  mind  by  the  generous  public."  Another  year's  con- 
sideration and  experience  have  confirmed  this  opinion. 
We  have  secured  a  large  estate  at  Belmont  admirably 
adapted  by  nature  and  by  its  surroundings  for  the 
purposes  of  an  Asylum,  and  it  is  of  the  utmost  impor- 
tance that  we  should  shortly  commence  to  erect  the 
necessary  buildings ;  but,  up  to  the  present  time,  we 
have  not  had  sufficient  encouragement  to  induce  us 
to  attempt  to  raise  the  large  sum  of  money  which 
would  be  needed  for  the  purpose.

Gentlemen, —  In  accordance  with  the  Fifth  Article 
of  the  By-Laws  the  report  of  the  accounts  of  the 
Massachusetts  General  Hospital,  made  up  to  the 
last  day  of  December,  1883,  is  respectfully  sub- 
mitted, to  be  laid  before  the  Corporation  at  its 
annual  meeting.

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During  the  year,  two  women  were  twice  admitted, 
one  of  whom,  once  discharged  recovered,  and  once 
much  improved,  was  a  voluntary  patient  on  both 
occasions,  and  is  still  under  treatment ;  and  the  other, 
also  a  voluntary  patient,  was  discharged  not  im- 
proved, and  afterward  committed  in  the  regular  way. 

Two  men,  after  being  discharged  improved  and 
much  improved,  were  admitted  and  again  discharged, 
not  improved  and  improved  respectively.  Another 
man  was  admitted  having  been  previously  discharged 
not  improved.  Thus  there  were  two  hundred  and 
seventy-six  cases  treated,  representing  two  hundred 
and  seventy  persons. 

Of  the  one  hundred  and  seven  persons  admitted, 
sixty-seven  were  regarded  as  recent  cases  and  forty 
as  chronic,  or  as  incurable  at  the  time  of  admission. 

Seventy-five  persons,  thirty-four  men  and  forty-one 
women,  had  never  been  in  any  hospital.  Of  the 
remaining  thirty-two  persons,  eighteen,  seven  men 
and  eleven  women,  were  admitted  for  the  second 
time;  seven,  five  men  and  two  women,  for  the  third 
time;  three,  two  men  and  one  woman,  for  the  fourth 
time. 

Thirty-four  cases,  representing  thirty-three  persons, 
ten  men  and  twenty-three  women,  were  admitted  as 
voluntary  patients  upon  their  written  applications. 
Two  of  the  men  were  not  insane:  one,  a  case  of 
the  opium  habit,  was  discharged  recovered ;  and  the 
other,  of  alcoholism,  was  discharged  improved.  Of 
the  remaining  thirty-one  persons,  twenty-five,  five 
men  and  twenty  women,  were  cases  of  melancholia; 
four,  one  man  and  three  women,  were  cases  of  mania; 
and  two  men  were  cases  of  general  paralysis.  Of 
these  voluntary  patients,  three,  one  man  and  two 
women,  were  committed  while  still  resident  at  the 
Asylum ;    and  one    woman,  already    referred  to,   was 
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discharged,  and  afterwards  returned  under  a  commit- 
ment. Eleven  of  the  thirty-four  voluntary  cases,  two 
men  and  nine  women,  were  discharged  within  the 
year  recovered;  four  more,  two  men  and  two  women, 
as  improved  or  much  improved;  and  two  men  and 
one  woman  as  not  improved. 

There  are  remaining  in  the  Asylum,  under  the 
voluntary  relation,  fifteen  persons,  three  men  and 
twelve  women,  who  entered  during  the  year.  Eleven 
of  these  voluntary  patients  had  formerly  been  inmates 
of  the  Asylum. 

There  were  twenty-seven  more  admissions,  forty- 
one  more  discharges,  and  thirty-nine  more  cases  under 
treatment  than  during  the  year  1882;  and  the  num- 
ber present  was  two  less  at  the  end  than  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year. 

Of  the  one  hundred  and  eight  persons  discharged, 
including  deaths,  nineteen  were  transferred  to  other 
hospitals,  five  men  and  thirteen  women  to  those  in 
this  State,  and  one  woman  to  a  State  hospital  in 
Virginia. 

Of  the  thirty-seven  persons  discharged  recovered, 
twenty-six  had  never  before  been  inmates  of  any 
hospital;  and,  of  the  remaining  eleven  persons,  nine 
had  been  in  this  Asylum.  These  eleven  persons  had 
previously  made  twenty  recoveries,  three  of  which 
were  at  other  hospitals. 

The  average  duration  of  illness,  from  the  beginning 
of  attack,  of  all  cases  recovered,  was  13.39  months ; 
and  the  average  duration  of  their  hospital  residence 
was  8.32  months. 

The  percentage  of  recoveries  on  admissions  was 
33.94.  The  number  of  recoveries  was  larger  by 
eleven  than  in  the  previous  year. 

Of  the  seventeen  deaths  during  the  year,  three 
were  of  elderly  persons  who  had  been  many  years  in 
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the  Asylum,  and  died  of  senility  and  senile  gangrene. 
Five  persons  died  of  general  paralysis,  six  of  exhaus- 
tion from  mania  and  melancholia,  two  of  pneumonia, 
and  one  of  hystero-epilepsy  and  syncope.  Two  of  the 
deaths  were  of  persons  between  seventy  and  eighty 
years  old  and  two  between  eighty  and  ninety  years. 

The  results  of  the  year  and  those  just  preceding 
show  that  the  Asylum,  in  common  with  the  State 
hospitals,  has  felt  the  »demand  for  increased  accom- 
modations for  the  insane.  During  the  last  three 
years,  the  increase  has  been  constant  in  the  numbers 
admitted,  treated,  recovered,  and  discharged.  The 
average  number  present  at  any  one  time  has  not 
been  much  increased,  and  the  results  have  been 
gained  by  a  more  rapid  movement  of  the  population. 
This  has  no  doubt  been  promoted  by  the  practice 
of  free  visiting  of  friends  to  patients  and  of  the 
latter  to  their  homes.  The  home  visits,  begun  early 
in  suitable  cases,  at  first  brief,  and  then  gradually 
prolonged,  have  undoubtedly  a  positive  curative 
influence.  It  being  the  general  understanding 
among  the  patients  that  such  visits  can  be  made, 
they  are  thereby  strongly  encouraged  to  make  such 
efforts  in  the  direction  of  self-control  and  good  con- 
duct as  will  render  the  visits  possible. 

In  connection  with  this  practice,  and  contributing 
with  it  in  a  curative  way  to  the  common  result,  by 
promoting  a  feeling  of  mutual  confidence  among  all 
concerned,  the  marked  success  of  the  voluntary 
system  becomes  a  noteworthy  feature  of  the  opera- 
tions of  the  year.  According  to  the  report  of  the 
Board  of  Health,  Lunacy,  and  Charity  for  the  year 
1882,  there  were  admitted  in  that  year  twenty-three 
voluntary  cases  to  all  the  hospitals  and  asylums  in 
the  State.  Eleven  of  them  were  at  this  Asylum;  and 
this  number  was  increased   to  thirty-four  admissions

of  such  cases  as  before  stated  during  the  past  year, 
equal  to  nearly  one-third  of  all  the  admissions  for 
the  year.  Omitting  those  not  insane,  the  remaining 
thirty-one  persons,  only  four  of  whom  were  after- 
wards committed  in  the  regular  way,  afforded  eleven 
recoveries ;  and  others  are  doing  well. 

These  voluntary  cases  not  having  been  pronounced 
insane  by  a  formal  examination  and  commitment, 
a  question  arises  as  to  their  diagnoses  and  classi- 
fication. Cases  of  nervous  disease  with  mild  or 
impending  mental  disturbance  might  be  included 
with  those  designated  as  "  not  insane";  but  to  report 
them  in  that  way  might  imply  the  presence  in  a 
hospital  for  the  insane  of  persons  discovered  to  be 
not  properly  there,  and  thus  deprive  the  hospital  of 
credit  due  for  the  most  satisfactory  of  all  its  work, 
—  the  saving  of  the  patient  from  worse  illness  or  his 
early  cure. 

For  purposes  of  classification,  the  thirty-one  cases 
under  consideration  are  treated  as  insane.  Some 
of  them  had  been  in  hospital  before, —  eleven  in  this 
Asylum.  Of  these  readmissions,  some  were  saved 
from  the  impending  attacks;  and  others  became 
worse  after  admission,  as  was  to  have  been  expected. 
The  same  was  true  of  others  for  whom  it  was  their  first 
admission.  Others  were  subjects  of  suicidal  impulse 
without  delusions,  who  understandingly  sought  self- 
protection  in  the  Asylum.  The  comparatively  mild 
melancholia  that  also  characterized  some  of  these 
cases  was  all  the  disturbance  that  appeared  in  a  few 
remaining  ones.  Some  of  the  cases  would  have  been 
good  ones  for  home  treatment,  had  circumstances 
permitted  it;  but  still  there  were  those  who  were 
undoubtedly  benefited  by  removal  from  home  to  new 
surroundings  and  by  the   influences   of  the  Asylum. 

The   presence   in  the   house  of  voluntary  cases   in 
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increasing  numbers  has  a  good  effect,  particularly 
upon  new  comers,  who,  influenced  by  example, 
become  sooner  wonted  to  their  residence  here.  It 
is  to  be  said,  however,  that  sometimes  the  indecision 
of  patients  as  to  whether  to  remain  or  go  away  is 
not  beneficial ;  but,  on  the  other  hand,  it  is  not  the 
least  of  the  advantages  of  the  system  that  it  makes 
hospital  people  careful  and  attentive  to  such  patients 
in  endeavoring  to  make  them  contented,  and  not  only 
are  their  mutual  relations  modified,  but  those  of  the 
friends  of  patients  to  the  hospital  are  more  satisfac- 
tory. It  has  been  suggested  that  "  it  is  a  question 
how  far  these  admissions  will  be  strictly  voluntary,  if 
the  number  become  large ;  for  the  will  of  an  insane 
person  is  often  but  the  will  of  some  stronger  person 
for  the  time  being."  While  this  is  undoubtedly  true 
of  some  cases,  it  is  probable  that  seeking  hospital 
care  was  as  purely  voluntary  in  most  of  these  cases  as 
voluntary  acts  usually  are  that  are  products  of  unfor- 
tunate necessity,  under  the  persuasion  or  advice  of 
friends  upon  whom  the  invalid  leans  under  such  cir- 
cumstances. But,  of  the  cases  of  which  the  above 
statement  is  true,  it  is  only  according  to  the  natural 
order  of  things  that  it  should  be  so;  for  most  persons 
who  are  seriously  ill  do  submit,  as  it  is  reasonable 
they  should,  to  such  guidance  by  friends,  who  also 
have  rights  that  should  be  considered  in  this  matter. 
It  is  a  valuable  consideration,  also,  that,  when  a  sick 
insane  person  is  persuaded  to  go  to  a  hospital,  it 
involves  at  least  the  necessity  of  giving  the  patient 
an  understanding  of  the  purposes  of  his  friends  and 
the  reasons  for  them.  As  the  number  of  these  ad- 
missions becomes  larger  here,  they  do  not  appear  to 
be  less  strictly  voluntary ;  but  the  fact  that  there  is 
a  number  of  such  cases  in  the  Asylum  has  an  influ- 
ence in  persuading  others  who  need  hospital  care  to 
more  willingly  follow  the  example. 
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Much  benefit  was  derived  from  the  occupation  of  a 
cottage  at  the  seashore  in  Lynn  during  four  months, 
from  June  to  October.  Six  ladies  spent  all  or  a  part 
of  the  season  there;  and,  communication  by  railroad 
being  easy,  nearly  every  week  parties  of  ladies  were 
sent  to  spend  the  afternoon  there,  and  to  dine  or  take 
tea.  This  usually  included  some  pleasant  hours 
spent  in  strolling  on  the  beach  or  sitting  on  the 
rocks,  and  was  altogether  a  source  of  much  pleasure 
and  benefit 

Some  repairs  and  alterations  have  been  made  dur- 
ing the  year,  of  the  kind  noticed  in  previous  reports, 
for  the  purpose  of  improving  and  making  more  pleas- 
ant some  of  the  wards  and  rooms.  All  the  windows 
of  the  first  and  second  stories  of  the  two  principal 
buildings  of  the  department  for  women  have  had  the 
bars  removed,  and  their  removal  from  those  of  the 
third  story  is  in  progress.  Similar  changes  have  been 
begun  in  one  of  the  men's  wards. 

In  the  matter  of  improving  the  nursing  service  by 
introducing  a  Training  School  system,  progress  has 
been  made;  and  the  employment  of  women  as  nurses 
in  the  men's  wards  continues  to  meet  with  unqualified 
success. 

The  usual  means  have  been  employed  for  the  oc- 
cupation and  entertainment  of  the  patients.  There 
have  been  the  usual  concerts,  exhibitions,  and  dancing 
parties ;  and  the  daily  drives  and  visits  to  places  of 
interest  have  formed  an  important  part  of  the  out- 
door recreation. 

Special  thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  S.  D.  Warren  for 
the  gift  of  a  Steinway  piano,  and  the  interest  mani- 
fested in  the  Asylum  by  other  friends  is  gratefully 
remembered.
